Dispute Over Railnay Propert

TROUBLE 1S IMMINENT 
UNLESS RUSSIANS YIELD 


Czar’s Troops Are Intrenching in the 
Disputed Territory, While the 
British Soldiers Are in 
Front with Bayonets 
Fixed. 


Tien Tsin, March 15.—The British and 
Russians are disputing over the limits 
of railway property in the Russian con- 
cession, and the guards of the two na- 
tions are in close proximity to each 
other. | 

The British have been strongly re-en- 
forced and trouble is imminent unless the 
Russians retire. 

The Russians are now intrenching in 
the disputed territory. A company of the 
Hong Kong regiment,.with fixed bayo- 
nets, is in front; while two companies 
of the Madras Pioneers, under the com- 
mand of Major Johnson, are held in re- 
serve. 

Both the Russians and the British are 
awaiting instructions from their govern- 
ments. 

Friction Is Admitted. 

London, March 15.—A question in the 
house of commons today in regard to the 
dispatch from Tien Tsin announcing fric- 
tion between the Russians and British 
there elicited a confirmation from: Lord 
George Hamilton, the secretary of state 
for India, who said Russia had claimed 
the land in dispute by virtue of a con- 
cession alleged to have been granted by 


China since the disturbances commenced 
The authorities on, the spot were dealing 


with the matter; The government had 
not sent special instructions, as, 
throughout the Chinese operations, the 
British officers had shown a. spirit of 
excessive conciliation. 


,. Despoiled of Their Trinkets: — 
, Pekin, March 15.—It was reported at the 
United States legation by Rev. W. &. 
‘Ament, of the local staff of the American 
bodied ot fore'gn missions, that the Ger- 
‘mans had visited the prosperous market 
‘town of Nau Ming. sixty miles from Pe- 
kin, and completely looted it, and that 
they. had also ransacked and‘ desecrated 
a native Christian chapel and despoiled 
women of their trinkets, even taking rings 
out of their ears and generally ill-treat- 
ing the natives. | 

The attitude of M. de Giers regarding 
further punishments is delaying the de- 
mand- of the ministers of the powers 
upon the Chinese and the matter has 
been referred to the home governments. 
Mr. Rockhill, the American special com- 
missioner, says that personally he is in 
favor of drawing a clean sheet over ad- 
ditional executions, but that certain high 
officials throughout the provinces are 
Suilty of most barbarous crimes and that 
it is generally recognized that these must 
_be punished if only as a warning to 
others. In évery case where leniency was 
possible Mr. Rockhill has advocated it, 
but he has felt that in a few cases 
leniency was out of the question. Hé 
said M. de Giers had virtually agreed 
to certain additional punishments, but 
that the change in his attitude is pre- 
sumably attributable to Russia's annoy- 
ance at the interference of the other pow- 
ers in the Manchuria affair. 

At the latest meeting of the min®fers, 
M. de Giers vehemently declared that he 
would rather see his right hand cut off 
than consent to further decapitatiors. 

As regards questions of indemnity, in- 
dividual American claims, Mr. Rockhill 
says, Under the agreement agreed upon 
by the ministers, will be paid in almost 
every case. The arrangement he consid- 
ers satisfactory and fair to both Chinese 
and foreigners. . 


GERMANY’S ‘POLICY IN CHINA. 


Will Get Out When the Chinese Com- 
. ply with Demands. 

Berlin, March 15.—The-imperial chance}- 
lor, Count von Buelow, in a speech in the 
reichstag today, admitted that differences 
of opinion had arisen between the powers 
in regard to Chinese affairs, but he hoped 
they would be overcome. 

The chancellor began by declaring that 
the negotiations on the Chinese question 
were making slow but steady progress. 
Although it had not been easy to secure 
an agreement, owing to the naturally 
conflicting interests of the different gOov- 
ernments, it has been possible to draw up 
@ reasonable peace programme. The har- 
mony of the powers thus far had been 
preserved and hope was entertained that 
the feeling of. solidarity among the civil- 
ized nations would suffice to overcome the 
differences of opinion which had lately 
cone apparent in regard to matters in 


The question of indemnities, the chancel- 
lor continued, offered such difficulties as 
to bave thus far prevented the drawing 
up of @ programme acceptable to all the 
powers. But China had uncondittonally 
admitted her obligation and had granted 
compensation. Experts had been called 
in to revise the methods of paying in- 
demnities. They were opposed to the con- 
trol of the whole Chinese state system, 
and regarded the maritime duties, an in- 
crease in whith was possible, as the best 
means of covering the outlay. 

The chancellor alluded to the Anglo- 
Germian agreement, saying its tendency 
Was to preserve the integrity of China so

there. The agreement did not re- 
fer to Manchuria and did not contain se- 
cret. clauses,

Herr von Bebel, socialist leader, said 
there was no need for so many German 
troops in China. He'must protest against 
providing troops for Great Britain. The 
most ‘serious developments in China had 
yet to come, He feared that what had 
begun in the east must one day be Set- 
tled with arms in the west. He shared 
the chancellor’s wish to get out of China 
as soon ‘as. possible. 

In reply to a question as to how long 
the German troops would remain in the 
province of Chi Li, Count von Buelow 
said: 

“That will depend on China’s fulfillment 
of péace’ conditions, which she has ac- 
cepted. But-no longer will promises or 
the most charming notes from Li Hung 
Chang be of any avail. .As soon as we re- 
celve serious guarantees for the payment 
of the indemnities we shall immediately 
withdraw our troops. 

“It affords us no pleasure whatever to 
remain in the proyince of Chi Li. We 
Shall leave with a sincere and lively de- 
sire that we may be spared as long as 
possibile from seeing it again. We shall 
not stay a day longer than is required. 
Until then Count von Waldersee wiil fill 
his post ds at present.”’ 


PRAISES AMERICAN RECRUITS 


British Officer Says They Ixcel Any 
_ Troops in the World.. 

London, March 15.—During the debate 
on the army estimates in the house of 
commons today, Lieutenant Colone] Ar- 
conservative, who 
was British military attache with the 
United States army during the Spanish- 
American war, andwsubsequently was mil- 
itary attache at the British embassy in 
Washington, said the American recruits 
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in. physique and intelligence were supe- 
rior.to any other troops in the world. 

He pointed out that the American term 
of service was only three’ years, with an 
option of re-enlistment, of which advan- 
tage is usually taken. He also empha- 
sized the high pay of the American sol- 
dier and the fact that the rate was in- 
creased . 20. per cent in time: of war or 
when on service abroad. Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Lee supported the proposals of Mr. 
Brodrick, the war secretary. . 


STUDENTS THROWING STONES. 


Outbreaks in. Russian Cities Have 
Become Very Serious. 


“St. Petersburg, March 15.—There has 
heen a renewal of demonstrations by stu- 
dents in St. Petersburg and Moscow. In 
ihe latter city the students stoned and 
broke the windows of the palace of the 


governor general. 

Large forces of police and Cossacks are 
patrolling both cities in anticipation of a 
renewal of disturbances. 

A seditious proclamation is being cir- 
culated in the large towns of Russia. 

London, ‘March. 16.—‘‘The students’ agi- 
tation in this city,” says the Moscow cor-* 
rerpondent of The Daiiy Mail, “has be- 
come extremely serious. Bloodshed has 
occurred and the students threaten barri- 
candies and street fighting. It is not safe 
for individuals to cross the streets in 
the day time. The schools are closed and 
the city is virtually in a state of siege.” 

The Moscow correspondent of The 
Standard, in a-.communication dated 
March lith, says: 

“In the' course of yesterday’s iemonstra- 
tion 80 people, including many students, 
were atrested.”” :

Because They Had Been Discharged 
and Sleeping Laborers Perish. 
An Alleged Survivor 
Reaches Mobile and 


Tells Story. 


Chicago, March 15.—A special to The 
Chronicle from Mobile, Ala., says: 

“A crowd of citizens of this place is 
searching Baldwin county in an effort to 
find three negroes, who in a spirit of 
revenge, are said to have burned a tur- 
pentine camp across the bay this morn- 
ing, causing the death of sixty negroes.” 

Frank C. Prissler rowed to Mobile this 
evening, attired only in his underwear, 
and suffering intensely from burns. He 
was the only pérson who escaped from 
the burning camp. He said: 

“T was asleep this morning when a 
choking sensation and intense heat arous- 
ed me. The log shack in which the sixty 
negroes slept was on fire; as was a shed 
nearby, filled with 200 barrels of raw tur- 


j] pentine. The trees surrounding us were 


also burning. I yelled to the men as I ran, 
but none answered, and I am sure all 
nerished. I made. my way, barefooted, 
over live coals, to the swamp, where I 
found a boat. In this I rowed:to the city. 
The camp was doubtless fired by three 
negroes, who were @ischarged- yesterday. 
They threatened ‘to obtain revenge.”

WATER BONDS OR 

HCHER TAXES 

Councilman Garrett Would n- 
crease Rate If Bonds Fail, 


WARD MEETINGS ARE HELD 


First and Fourth Wards Will Have 
Big Committees To Aid in the 
Work—Several Meetings 
Will Be Held 
Today. 


“If the water bonds fail to pass 
at this election, I shall introduce a 
resolution in council to increase the 
general tax rate one-fourth of 1 per 
cent.”’—Councilman H. F. Garrett, at 
meeting of fourth ward citizens last 
night. ; 

Enthusiastic meetings were held, last 
night in the first and fourth wards in ad- 
vocacy of the water bonds, and similar 
meetings will be held tonight in the third 
and seventh wards, while voters of the 
second and fifth wards will assemble for 
the same purpose on Monday and Tues- 
day nights, 

It was at the fourth ward meeting, held 
at No. 6 engine house, Auburn avenue and 
Boulevard, that Councilman Garrett as- 
serted that the city must make the needed 
improvements in the waterworks sys- 
tem, and if it cannot be done by ‘bons is- 
sue he wou:d introduce and insist on the 
Passage of a resolution increasing the 
general tax one-fourth of 1 per cent. 

Captain John A. Miller presided over 
the fourth ward meeting, and called on 


Colonel W. 8. Thomson to state its ob- 


ee 


ject and present the facts in connection 
with the neoessity for the water bond 
issue, \, 

Colonel Thomson said the point had 
been reached where Atlanta was com- 
pelled to have larger water mains and the 
Only question was how to secure the 
money to pay for them. The Issue of 
$200,000 bonds is considered the easiest 
and most feasible way. The resu‘tant tax- 
ation will be only a few cents on $1,000, 
whereas the doubling of the water rate 
or an increase in the general tax would 
fall as a heavy burden upon all. In ad- 
dition to this, Colonel Thomson said $500,- 
000 7 per cent bonds will be refunded next 
year at 3% per cent, thereby saving the 
city $17,500 in annual interest and the in- 
terest on the proposed issue will be only 
$7,500. 

Chief Joyner Was There. 

Chief Joyner of the fire department was 
present at the fourth ward meeting. 

“Atlanta has outgrown her present wa- 
ter system,” Re said, ‘and we've got to 
have these improvements to keep pace 
with the city’s progress. We cannot han- 
dle big fires with the present supply, 
which is small simply because of inade- 
quate mains.”’ 

Chief Joyner spoke of the promised in- 
crease in insurance rates unless the new 
mains were put in, and said the city 
could no longer neglect to make an im- 
provement without which there is con- 
stant danger of great disaster. Speaking 
of the recent fire at the Markham house 
block, he said: 

“I felt almost like giving up the fight. 
We simpty could not cope with the fire 
handicapped by the disadvantages under 
which we labored. Similar disasters are 
liable to happen at any time. I can only 
say for God's sake give us the means 
with which to do the work when it has to 
be done.’’ 

Assistant City Engineer W. T. B. Wil- 
son presented some figures showing at 
certain times the water pressure at va- 
rious thickly settled points is from one- 
third to one-half less than it should. be, 
which would make it practically impos- 
sible at such times to get a stream to 
pay on a fire. 

Would Mean Higher Taxes. 

Ccouncihknan H. F. Garrett was enthu- 
siastic in his advocacy of the water bonds. 
,““I have been trying for years,” he said, 
“to get a water main on Highland ave- 
nue.

Carnegie’s Letter. 

The correspondence in connection with 
the offer was made public tonight as fol- 
lows: 

“New York, March .12, 19091.—Dr. John 
S. Billings, Director N@éw York Public 
Library: Our conference upon the needs 
of Greater New York for branch libra- 
ries to reach the masses of the people 
in. every district- has convinced me of 
the wisdom of your plans: 

“Sixty-five branches strike one at first 
as a very large number, but as other cit- 
ies have found one necessary for every 
sixty or seventy thousand of population, 
the number is not excessive. 

‘You estimate the average cost of these 
libraries at, say. $80,000 each, being $5,200,- 
000. for ‘all. If New York will furnish 
sites for these branches for the -spe- 
cial benefit of the masses of the people, as 
it has done for the Central library, and 
also agree in satisfactory form to pro- 
vide for their maintenance as built, I 
should esteem it 4 rare privilege to be 


permitted to furnish the money as needed

“ANDREW CARNEGIE.” 
Offer Communicated to Mayor. 

Secretary G. L. Rives, of the New 
York Public Library Association, wrote 
as follows to Mayor Van Wyck submit- 
ting Mr. Carnegie’s letter: 

‘New York, Merch 15, 1901.—Hon. Rob- 
ert A. Van Wyck, Mayor: By direction 
of the board of trustees of the New York 
public library—Astor, Lenox and Tilden 
foundations—I have the honor to hand 
you herewith a copy of a letter which we 
received through our director, Dr. John 
8. Billings, from Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
on the 13th instant, the day of his sail- 
ing for Europe. 

“You will observe that Mr. Carnegie 
offers to bear the expense of building a 
large number of branch libraries at an 
estimated total cost of %5,200,000, provid- 
ed the city will furnish the necessary 
land, and provided satisfactory arrange- 
ments can be made for the maintenance 
of these branches. There are no other 
conditions. 

“T am instructed to say that if the city 
authorities look with favor upon the 
general plan, our board of trustees will 
hold itself in readiness to co-operate in 
every way possible in furthering the be- 
neficent purposes which are the object 
of Mr. Carnegie’s munificent offer.”’ 

In communicating Mr. Carnegie’s pro- 
posal to the trustees Dr. Billings accom- 
panied it with an explanatory statement 


as. to cost and plans. He estimated the 
average. coat of the branch libraries: at 


‘improbable that a considerable number

Dr. Billings said today: 

“Mr. Carnegie’s offer to provide libra- 
ry buildings for Greater New York ‘at 
a cost of over 385,000,000 is made with the 
usual conditions. If accepted, it will re- 
sult in the greatest free public library 
system in the’ world. 

“As to the question of sites, it is not

The face of General 
Harrison is composed and restful, al-

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School for Children of Factory Em- 
ployees Is Urged by the 
Educator. 


Columbus, Ga., March 15.—(Special.)—In 
his monthly report to the city school 
board last night Superintendent C. B. 
Gibson made a report on the work of 
local kindergartens and gave estimates 
on the expense of carrying on such work 
as a part of the regular school system 
of the city of Columbus. He stressed 
the importance of establishing a primary 
industrial school at some central location 
where it would be accessible to the classes 
intended to be reached; this school to 
combine in its instrifction works now 
carried on by one or more private soclie- 
ties in the city whose object is to reach 
children who do not at present enjoy 
the benefits of the public school system. 
The school suggested by Superintendent 
Gibson would, for instance, reach the 
children engaged in carrying dinners to 
their parents in factories It is estimated 
by mill superintendents that there are a 
thousand of such little dinner carriers. 
The proposed school would regulate its 
sessions so that these children could get 
the benefit of it. It is proposed to op- 
erate the night school also in connection 
with this school, there being three ses- 
sions per day. The proposed primary in- 
dustrial school would not be merely a 
dinner carriers’ and night school, how- 
ever, although it would’ embrace both 
those features. It would not be modeled 
after the present school system, but 
would have features adapted to its pe- 
eculiar character. The predominating 
idea would be to develop the head through 


the hand, manual training work of an | 


elementary character being stressed, 
The cost of such a school was shown not 
to be great. 

Superintendent Gibson’s suggestion was 
referred to a special committee of the 
board to act in conjunction with the 
mayor and chairman of the school com- 
mittee of city council.

Macon, Ga., March 15.—(Special.)—This 
morning in the superior court Arthur 
Taylor, colored, was put on trial for the 
murder of his nephew, Frank Taylor. 
The jury retired cn the case about 4 
o’clock this aftenoon and in twenty-five 
minutes rendered a verdict of guilty. 
Judge Felton sentenced Taylor to be 
hanged on Thursday, May 2d. Herman 
Brasch, Taylor’s attorney. says he will 
make a motion for a new trial. 

Arthur and Frank Taylor attended a 
frolic last Christmas night and became - 
engagcd in a game of cards, Frank won 
Arthur’s money, which angered Arthur 
and he abused Frank. Later in the night 
they left the house together quarreling. 
The next morning Frank’s dead body was 
found by the roadside, a part of the head 
having been shot off and the pockets 
robbed of contents. 

Arthur Taylor was arrested on suspi- 
cion. While in jail he confessed having 
killed his nephew, but said it was acci- 
dental. 

Taylor is the third murderer who has 
been convicted this week in Bibb superior 
court and sentenced to be hanged. The 
other two are I. Minder and Levi Carroll. 
Minder has been sentenced to die on 
Tuesday, April 30th; Carroll on Wednes- 
day, May ist, and: Taylor Thursday, 
May 2d. 

The new solicitor, William Brunson, 
who succeeded Hope Polhill, is making a 
record in his first week of service and is 
preparing gallows material for Sheriff 
Westcott.

IT WAS SO MUCH PER HEAD 


Screven Is Elected Ordinary Over 
McAlphin, While Thomson De- 
feats Wells for Tax Col- 
lector in Chatham 
County. — 


Savannah, Ga., March 15.—(Specia].)—In 
the election today Major Thomas Screven 
defeated Captain Henry McAlpin for or- 
dinary by a majority of 384 and Thomas 
F. Thomson defeated Hon. David Wells 
for tax collector by 788. The yote was: 
Screven’ 2,396, McAlpin 2,012; Thomson 
2,608, Wells 1,820. Four thousand four 
hundred and twenty-nine votes were cast 
out of a registration of 6,000. 

The election was hotly contested from 
start to finish and money was spent free- 
ly on both sides, votes ranging in price 
from $5 to $15 each as the market rose 
and fell. As usual, each side had a large 
number of ward heelers, whose services 
cost from $5 to $25 each for the day. All 
the voting in Chatham county is done 
at the courthouse and these heelers, 
with their noisy demonstrations, were 
the most obvious feature of the occasion. 
The McAlpin people got control.of the 
polls in the early morning and did good 
work, getting in several hundred votes 
for their man. They maintained their 
lead until 1 o’clock, when the Screven 
people began to pull ahead, notwith- 
standing the fact that Captain McAlpin 
had the largest barrel. The friends of 
Major Screven were more numerous and 
more enthusiastic. The police force, which 
was in command of Sheriff Schwarz for 
the day, was plainly in favor of their 
superintendent, Major Screven, and he 
had the backing of the administration 
forces generally. 

The fight is estimated to have cost 
Captain McAlphin anywhere from $10,000 
to $15,000. 

Mr. Thomson's remarkable run was the 
surprising feature of the day. Only with- 
in the last day or two has he been con- 
sidered a formidable candidgte. Mr. 
Wells is regarded as a popular man and 
was supposed to have the backing of 
the administration forces. Mr. Thomson 
did not spend a dollar and was on the 
McAlpin ticket. This makes his major- 
ity all the more remarkable. He is an 
expert accountant and well equipped for 
the office.

General Dewet repudiates the peace ne- 
gotiations which are going on. He has 
declared openly to the men under his 
command that no terms except indepen- 
dence will satisfy him. A recent utter- 
‘ance attributed to General Dewet is that 
after the British he hated the Trans- 
vaalers. | 

The whereabouts of General Dewet dur- 
ing the last two or three days is un- 
known, nor is it known whether President 
Steyn is with him. 

War Not Over Y 

London, March 15.—A dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, issued this morning, 1s 
so studiously silent upon the subject of 
the peace negotfations that it leads to 
the conclusion that nothing has yet been 
accomplished of a sufficiently definite 
character to justify lending official sup- 
port to the view that the war is over.

They state that this unreliability as a 
worker is increasing all the while and 
that corporations have simply been forced 
to take steps to secure a more responsible 
and satisfactory class of labor.

GOLD RECORDS ARE BROKEN. 


United States Has More of Yellow 
Metal Than Ever. 
Washington, March 15.—The gross gold 
in the treasury amounted to $482,913,023 
yesterday, compared with $416,218,209 at 
the same period last year. Yesterday’s 
figures break all records. The increase 
in the gold holdings of the department 

during the year has been $66,694,814. 

At the department it is said the pros- 
pect is that the gold holdings will con- 
tinue to increase at the rate of probably 
$5,000,000 a month until the new revenue 
law goes into effect. The amendments to 
this law will reduce treasury receipts, 
it is thought, about $40,000,000 a year, 
but Treasurer Roberts thinks that this 
will only serve to check the growth of 
the gold holdings. He does not believe 
that the decrease in the receipts will 
diminish the amount of gross gold.

Flames in The Advertiser Office 
Do Deadly Work, 


PRINTERS WERE IN PANIC 


All Escaped Save Three Proof Read- 
ers Who Were Suffocated by 
the Smoke—About a Doz- 

- @n Were Injured. 
Heavy Loss. 


Boston, Mass., March 15.—Three lives 
lost, nearly a dozen men, more or iess, 
injured, and many thousands of dollars 


damage, were the results of a fierce fire 


in The Daily Advertiser and Record, 
seven-story granite-front building in 
Newspaper Row, tonight. The dead are: 

JAMES RICHARDSON, SR., _ proof- 
reader, Boston. 

JUDSON CRAFT, proofreader, of Cam- 
bridge. 

WALTER LUSCOMBE, proofreader, of 
Salem. 

How the fire started is not yet known, 
but it was first seen in the press room 
and it spread to the elevator well and 
darted to the top so rapidly that be- 
fore the occupants of the two upper floors 
were aware that the building was on fire 
their rooms were filled with flames and 
smoke. 

In the editorial rooms, on the sixth 
floof, there were but five men. Al] had 
to run for their lives. On the upper floor, 
occupied by the composing room, were 
eighteen compositors and proofreaders, 
whose situation was most critical. Panic- 
stricken, they rushed for the windows 
leading to the fire escapes and all but 
three of them succeeded in gaining the 
roof of an adjoining building. ’ 

Dropped Through Skylight. 

Long ladders were raised as quickly as 
the network of electric wires over the 
street would permit, but before a ladder 
could be placed in position the men had 
dropped through a skylight in ‘the build- 
ing roof and reached places of safety. 
Except in the press room, in the base- 
ment, there was practically no fire in 
the building below the fifth story. No 
one was in the pressroom at the time the 


fire started except the fireman, who had. 


not been seen up to a Jate hour. 

It took three hours of work to drown 
out the fire. The three proofreaders were 
suffocated before they had time to reach 
the fire escapes. Those who found the 
bodies were obliged to jump several! feet 
to the roof of the adjoining building, and 
in this way quite a number of them sus- 
tained injuries. 

As soon as it was seen that the re- 
sources of The Advertiser and Record for 
issuing the editions of their papers regu- 
larly were destroyed, offers of assistance 
were received from the proprietors of all 
the other newspapers in the city. 

Managing Editor Underwood says that 
it is impossible to estimate the loss until 
the actual damage to the presses is as- 
certained. 


Fatal Fire at Washington. 


Washington, March 15.—At 3:53 o’clock 
this morning electric Hight wires started 
a fire in the Merchants’ hotel, 485 Penn- 
syivania avenue, which spread rapidly, 
causing a panic among the guests, sev- 
eral of whom jumped from the windows. 
One person was killed and four seriously 
injured.

He Replies to Aitack Made by 


Lord Lanstlowne,

WAS DECEIVED BY BOERS 


Admits He Underestimated Their 
Fighting Power, Rut Urged 
Lansdowne To Prepare 
Before War Was 
Declared. 


London, March 15.—The house of lords 
Was unusually crowded today in antict- 
pation of the reply of Lord Wolseley, the 
former commander in chief, to the criti- 
cism of the former war secretary, Lord 


Lansdowne. 

Lord Wolseley attempted to refute the 
specific charges launched by Lord Lans- 
downe. He said he had made every ef- 
fort to improve the auxiliary forces. In 
February, 1896, he recommended that ad- 
ditional troops be sent to south Africa 
and recommended strengthening the Na- 
tal garrison and the defensive occupation, 
not of the town of Ladysmith, but of the 
Biggarsberg range, which was twenty-five 
miles in advance of Ladysmith. He had 
never considered Ladysmith and its sur- 
rounding hills to be tenable. 

Underestimated Boers. 

Lord Wolseley admitted that, in com- 
mon with all the other authorities, he 
had underestimated the fighting power of 
the individual Boer. 

Three weeks before Mr. Kruger’s decla- 
ration of war he had urged Lord Lans- 
downe to send out an army corps, 4@ 
cavalry division and five battalions for 
the lines of communication in addition to 
the ten thousand troops already in south 
Africa. Such a comparatively small num- 
ber of troops employed early. had often 
achieved tYesults which five times their 
number could not produce later. The mo- 
bilization of this force at that time 
would have produced a considerable ef- 
fect in south Africa. If the country was 
not prepared at the outbreak of the war, 
it was not because he had not urged 
the gradual and unostentatious re-en- 
forcement of the forces. 

Lord Wolseley concluded with saying: 

“IT have said as little as possible con- 
sistently with any justice to myself. The 
noble marquis made _ strong personal 
statements which were not supported. I 
have made my reply, which is also un- 
supported. I cannot, however, leave the 
matter thus. I feel I am amply justified 
in moving that all the papers be laid on 
the table. I am prepared to prove by 
official decuments all I have said.”’ 

Reply of Lansdowne. 

Lord Lansdowne, in: replying, said he 
thought Lord Wolseley had hardly com- 
prehended the purport of -his former 
speech when he said it was a personal 
attack on himself. After thus breaking 
his windows Lord Wolseley could hardly 
expect that he (Lord Lansdowne) would 
not retaliate’ on his conservatory. 

Lord Lansdowne questioned the correct- 
ness of some of Lord Wolseley’s state- 
ments. He remiinded the latter how, af- 
ter the Glencoe disaster, he had suggested 
that the British should fall back behind 
the Tugela river. If the suggestion had 
been given earlier it might have saved 
one of the most untoward disasters of 
the war. Lieutenant General Sir Wil- 
liam Butler had written a private letter 
to Lord Wolseley suggesting that 40,000 
men might be necessary for the cam- 
paign. Lord Lansdowne did not wish to 
excuse himself for under-estimating the 
enemy, but Lord Wolseley should bear 
his full share. Lord Wolseley suggested 
among other things the occupation of 
Delagoa Bay and an appeal to the colo- 
nies. 

Lord Salisbury sal@ he thought it un- 
desirable that all the papers referring to 
the debate should be circulated. He was 
not sure that any personal charges had 
been made against Lord Wolseley. 

Lord Rosebery enumerated Lord Lahs- 
downe’s charges against Lord Wolseley 
and said they were personal in the judg- 
ment of the mass of the house and the 
man in the street. He alluded to Lord 
Wolseley’s historic career, now closed, 
and defended the single-mindedness of 
his purpose in seeking to improve the war 
office system. 

Lord Wolseley’s, motion was rejected by 
a vote of 62 to 78.

REPUBLICANS NOT SINCERE 


Influences Which Control That Par- 
ty Oppose Nicaragua Canal 
‘Construction — Senator 
Morgan and Com- 
mittee.

Washington, March 15.—(Special.)—St- 
multaneously with the receipt of Great 
Britain’s answer relative to the senate 
amendments to the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, there comes the very positive de- 
claration from significant quarters that 
we are further away from an interoceanic 
canal than we have been at any time in 
a@ great many years. 

To those who have studied the trend 
of events during the past two or three 
years the questjon very naturally arises: 
Will the much talked of canal to connect 
the Atlantic and Pacific ever be built on 
any route? 

Senator Morgan, who is naturally op- 
timistic, sayg he believes that the next 
congress will clear the way and pass a 
Nicaragua canal bill. At the same time 
that he speaks so optimistically, he does 
not attempt to conceal his belief that the 
failure of the measure up to this date 
is due to the hostility of influences which 
control the republican party and the re- 
publican administration. So strongly 
does he feel this that the Alabama sena- 
tor has announced his desire to be re- 
Heved from the chairmanship of the inter- 
oceanic canal committee, which position 
heretofore it has been his’greatest delight 
to hold. 

Have Helped the Opposition. 

While that committee, made up as it is 
with a majority of republican senators, 
has ostensibly been favorable to the ca- 
nal project, Senator Morgan has known 
that certain republicans who voted with 
him in the committee have, outside the 
committee room, been influential im 
helping create the different obstacles that 
have stood in the way of canal legisla- 
tion. 

This sort of half-hearted or no-hearted 
support has completely disvusted Senator 
Morgan, and he has accordingly an- 
nounced it as his desire that he be not 
continued in a position where he was 
practically humiliated. 

Whether Senator Morgan persists in 
this position or not will probably make 
very little difference so far as the ulti- 
mate results in canal legislation.are con- 
cerned. The new senate is more strongly 
republican than the cld one, and what- 
ever steps are taken towar.u canal con- 
struction—whether they be positive or 
negative in their character—will be ab- 
solutely dictated by the administration 
and the influences which control it. 

It is not misrepresentation in any sense 
to state that the great railroad corpora- 
tions of this country and the greater in- 
terests allied with them are very power- 
ful, not only at the white house, but in 
both branches of congress. This can be 
asserted without leaving one open to the 
charge of anarchy or pessimism. It is 
a fact everybody must recognize. 

Mr. Huntington’s Opposition. 

Now it is also a fact that the enact- 
ment of legislation providing for the, con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal was, 
for a good many years, prevented by the 
influence of one man as the head of a 
great railroad system. That was, of 
course, the late Mr. Huntington, who was 
absolute master of the Southern Pacific 
and Union Pacific Mnes, and in that ca- 
pacity had a practical, if not absolute, 
monopoly of trans-continental traffic. 

Theorists are able to show very clearly 
how the Pacific railroads would not be 
injured, but in the end would be helped 
by the construction of the canal between 
the oceans. But the practical men who 
have been in charge of these railroad 
enterprise have never seemed to see it 
in that light. Mr. Huntington was openly 


and frankly against it. He ver~ naturally 
refrained from saying that the reason for 
his opposition was that he believed his 
railroad properties would be injured by 
eanal competition; that was, of course, 
his real reason. 

Greater Combinations To Fight. 

Mr. Huntington was a wonderful old 
man who had made his fortune through 
his ability to make the majority in con- 
gresge do what he wanted in the matter 
of Pacific railroad legislation, and it is 
doubtful if any other man occupying just 
the same position in a business sense 
could do as much; but in considering 
what these Pacific railroad interests are 
able to accomplish, it must be borne in 
mind that we have now to deal with not 
one man alone, or one system, but the 
greatest railroad combinations that this 
country has ever known. 

And if George Gould, who is on the in- 
side, knows what he is talking about, 
even greater combinations can be ex- 
pected in the near future. 

If Mr. Huntington was able, practically 
single handed and alone, to bring such 
powerful influences to bear upon congress 
as to prevent during a long period of 
years the necessary steps being taken for 
the construction of an inter-oceanic ca- 
gal, what can _not this vaster combina- 
tion, which includes not only Pacifis lines

It has been demonstrated very clearly 
that the old saw about there being more 
ways to kill a cat than to choke it to 


death, applies to legislation as well as 
everything else. It is not necessary for 


the allied railroad interests to announce 
to the world that they would like to 
keep off definitely the construction of a 
canal. It hag already been demonstrated 
that the injection of the commission idea 
at the right time, or the insincere repub- 
lican support of sincerely conceived treaty 
amendments at another time, furnishes 
just as effective a means of staving off 
action as could be desired. 

Between now and the regular session of 
congress a great deal of quiet work can 
be done by those who oppose the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal. In my 
humble opinion that Nicaraguan canal 
project e nearer reaching a successful 
culmination when fhe Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty was negotiated and the way was 
thus raved for the construction of the 
canal by this government than it will 
reach at any other time in the near fu- 
ture—if ever. 

With the non-acceptance of the senate 
amendments to the treaty—which was in- 
evitable—and with the necessity of be- 
ginning all over again so far as legisla- 
tion is concerned, the Nicaragua project 
{is in by no means good shape. 

The Clayton-Bulwer Treaty. 

Whatever force there has been in the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, at any time since 
its negotiation, it possesses now. If there 
were any doubts as to its complete force 
that doubt was removed by the negotia- 
tion of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty and by 
its consideration on the part of the sen- 
ate.. The senate, by giving it formal con- 
sideration and by its amendments, cer- 
tainly did its full part toward revivify- 
ing that old instrument if, as has been 
claimed, it had lost any of its vitality 
through the claims advanced by Mr. 
Blaine and Mr, Frelinghuysen that it was 
voidable. 

The Clayton-Bulwer treaty, being in ex- 
istence, must be either superceded by a 
new treaty or formally abrogated by ne- 
gotiation between the two governments. 
I am speaking, of course, of the practical 
methods of procedure. We could go ahead 
and declare it abrogated by a direct act 
of congress or by the enactment of leg- 
islation in defiance of the provisions of 
the treaty, but that would be a breach of 
the international amenities, which, it is 
safe to say, will never be realized. We 
have the physical power to do this, but 
the United States is not going to take any 
such step. 

Negotiations Will Come. 

There must, therefore, follow negotia- 
tions of some kind. What these will be 
has not yet been determined, They will, 
it is certain, take time and they will also 
finish new opportunities for the opponents 
of a canal to further postpone legislation. 

It does not seem too broad an assertion 
to say that the republicans or the infiu- 
ences which control the republican party, 
have never intended that this government 
shall undertake the construction of the 
Nicaragua canal and that they do not in- 
tend to allow that now. ‘They may do as 
they did in the last congress—pass a Dill

in the house to appease the canal senti- 


ment and hold it up in the senate—at the 
dictation of anti-canal influences; but the 
prophet who has any desire to avoid re- 
pudiation of his prophecies would do well 
to predict nothing more substantial in 
the way of legislation. 

The' Panama Project. 

Just now the Panama project is coming 
to the front because of the strong indi- 
cations that there is nothing in the Nica- 
ragua scheme, 

It is said that a number of men high in 
the councils of the republican administra- 
tion are interested in this Panama pro- 
ject and would like to see such arrange- 
ments between this government and the 
men owning the Panama concession as 
would make it possible for the United 
States to take over the Panama canal 
and complete its construction. Senor Sil- 
vela, minister of foreign affairs of the 
Colombian government, is here, as is M. 
Hutin, president of the new Panama Ca- 
nal Company. They have had several con- 
ferences with officials of the state depart- 
ment, and it is understood have made 
proposals which may serve as a basis for 
negotiations. The Panama people would 
like to see this government do anything 
that will save their property, and the Co- 
lombian government is equally anxious to 
see the canal, if there is to be one, built 
across the isthmus of Panama because 
that would mean much business to Co- 
lombia. The construction of a canal; by 
the Nicaragua route would mean _ the 
death of the Panama canal project and 
of the Panama rallrvad. 

Is American Capital Getting Inter- 
ested P 

At the same time, however, that these 
negotiations—if they can be said to have 
reached the negotiation stage—are going 
on between Senor Silvela and Mr. -Hay, 
the Panama people are actively at work 
endeavoring to interest American capital 
in short, to unload their concession upon 
American capitalists. They have the ac- 
tive assistance of some very astute Amer- 
ican business men who seem convinced 
that there will be no canal at alk unless it 
is put through by private enterprise, and 
who are also convinced that the Panama 
route is more feasible and that it presents 
a good business proposition. As is well 
known, there has been incorporated under 
the Jaws of New Jersey a company known 
as the New Panama Canal Company of 
America. It is given out that all of the 
holdings of the old company have been 
transferred to this new corporation, which 
is an American concern. There is sore 
prospect of American capitalists taking 
hold of this company.” The negotiations, 
I understand, are in the preliminary 
stages, but there is substance to them. 

In view of all these facts, there seems 
Warrant for the belief that there is prac- 
tically no chance of the enactment of 
legislation providing for the construction 
of a canal over the Nicaragua route by 
this government, and that if we are to 
have any cahal at al] in the near future 
it will be over the Panama route and must 
be built by American capital.

A RESOLUTION OF THANKS.

KILLS CO-RACIAL EDUCATION. 


Tennessee Law Will Affect College 
at Maryville. 


Knoxville, Tenn., March 15.~—The signa- 
ture of Governor MeMillin today to the 
bill passed by the legislature forbidding 
co-racial education in the state, estab- 
lishes a law that will be operative against 
Maryville college. The bill introduced in 
the legislature was the outgrowth of an 
agitation by the white students several 
months ago against the admission of ne- 
groes. : 

The institution has an endowment of 
about half a million dollars, is one of the 
oldest institutions in the south and turned 
out several men of national note, Dona- 
tions have been received from the Freed- 
man’s Aid bureau of the United States 
government and some from individuals 
with the understanding that co-racial edu- 
cation should exist there. <A. peculiar 
feature is that the negroes have for tke 
most part advocated that the institution 
discontinue the admission of their race. 

The board of trustees is divided. At its 
last meeting a committee was appointed 
to see if it were possible to separate from 
the funds of the college and give just 
proportion for establishing a separate in- 
stitution for the negroes. 

A trustee believes that the law is un- 
constitutional and says that it is propb- 
able that it will be litigated. 


CUMBERLAND PRESBYTERIANS. 


Board of Education of Church Meets 
at Nashville. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 15.—(Special.) 
The board of education of the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian church is in session 
here. Rev. J. E. Clark resigned as a 
member and it is expected that Rev. W. 
¢. Holmes will be elected by the general 
assembly to fill the vacancy, The beard 
considered the reports submitted, all of 
which showed the past year to have been 
@ prosperous one, from an educational 
standpoint. There has been raised $200,- 
000 for the endowment of colleges and 
universities and $12,000 for the education 
of young ministers. 

The most encouraging feature in the 
year’s work in the department of educa- 
tion bas been the laying of plans, that 
are now maturing, whereby a new uni- 
versity, with an endowment of $1,000,000, 
will be established at Decatur, Ill. Its 
name will be the James Milliken uni- 
versity, after its founder, who turns his 
entire fortune over to thg church for this

New York Syndicate Makes an Ex- 
tensive Purchase in Alabama. 
‘Birmingham, Ala., March 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It was learned today from a relia- 
ble authority that a big deal in Blount 
county coal lands had just taken place. 
D. A, Aderholt and associates 
sold to President Elliott, of the 
Southern Car and Foundry Company, 
and a syndicate of New York gentlemen, 
upwards of four thousand acres of coal 
lands situated in the vicinity of Altoona, 
where W. T. Underwood and others own 
coal mines. Some of the details of the 
deal are yet to be closed up, but the 
transaction is said to be a settled fact 
and the sale to all intent and purposes 
made.

Austin, Tex., March 15.—(Special.)—The

was committed upon the law by a trans- 
action that was as open as the day and 
according to the law, and this one was 
according to the law. These men them- 
selves admit it by applying to the legis- 
lature instead of the courts.”’

Marconi Comes To Establish System 
on Our Coasts. : 

New York, March 15.—Signor Marconi, 
the demonstrator of wireless telegraphy, 
who arrived here today, said he expected 
to remain in the United States but a few 
weeks. 

“One of the reasons for my visit,”’ said 
he. “is to establish. wireless telegraph 
stations along the coast so that vessels 
arriving and departing can communicate 
with the shore. Some of the companies 
are supplied with instruments, but are 
unable to use them, as there are no sta- 
tions. The North German Lloyd line will 
use the system of reporting, but I cannot 
say what other lines will use the system, 

“In the British navy wireless telegra- 
phy ig used and at the present time forty 
British warships are fitted out with in- 
struments. They havé been able to com- 
municate with the shore and each other,

The latest evidence in this respect its 
the announcement that the Goulds have 
acquired. control of the Denver and Rio 
Grande and will soon have the Rio 
Grande Western. 

It is also understood that the Missourt 
Pacific has now contro] of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas, which extends from 
St. Louis via Parsons and Dallas to Gal- 
veston, and that the ’Frisco, extending 
from St. Louis souta to Paris and south- 
west to Oklahoma, will soon be acguired 
by the Goulds. By these purchases the 
Missouri Pacific will not only extend its 
western limit to Ogden, but will occupy 
the mountain passes to an extent that 
will make it difficult for ,other roads to 
gecure ingress on qa profitable footing.

streets, where the funeral of General 
Harrison wil be held, will be completed 
tomorrow afternoon. A _ twenty-five-foot 
flag will be draped over the arch of the 
Pennsylvania street doors and the pilas- 
ters and door casings will be covered with 
black with a slight touch of white, the 
effect of a second arch being given. 
Inside the church the east wall, where 
the entrance is, will be draped with heavy 
festoons of black hanging from the lower 
line of the balcony, and French cascades, 
with a touch here and there of white. 
The balcony will be draped in solid black 
with a line of white along the top and 
flags will be draped over the two arched 
doors. The north and the south walls will 
De treated in the same manner in heavy 
black. Festoons and French cascades 
will be draped from the heavy beams on 
the wail which descend from the supports 
of the roof, thus concealing much of the 
lower part of the six windows. Over the 
two small doors in the west end of the 
church there will be festoons of black 
with a bit of white, In the same end of 
the church over the organ pipes and near 
the ceiling will be heavy black drapings 
and over this black will be two immense 


The front of the platform and the rail- 
ing about the choir will be covered with 
black. For the platform there will be 
placed flowers and palms and a palm will 
be placed on the two corners of the plat- 
form with smaller flowers between them 
and ‘the pulpit so arranged as not to in- 
terfere with the view.

LIVINGSTON HAS THE GRIP 


Industrial Commission Knows More 
About the Negro as a Laborer 
in the South Than the 
Body Ever Knew 
Before.

Washington, March i5.—(Special.)—Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Stevens was the 
star witness before the industrial com- 
mission today and in the course of his 
testimony he gave an interesting insight 
into agricultural and labor conditions in 


Georgia. The commission had submitted | 


to him a series of questions designed to 
bring out important facts about agricul- 
tural conditions in the southern states, 
and Commissioner Stevens had prepared 
quite an elaborate reply to these inter- 
wogatories. After he had made his state- 
ment the members of the commission, 
who were much interested in what he had 
to say, cross-questioned him at great 
length, keeping him on the stand nearly 
four hours. 

Mr. Stevens does not take the pessimis- 
tic view of negro labor which is held by 
some other southerners, but believes that 
for the present purposes at least negro 
labor fills the requirements of the agricul- 
tural south better than any other labor 
could. 

No Longer Think of Robbery 

Some of the northern members of the 
industrial commission seemed to have the 
idea that southern men systematically 
defraud the negroes of a just returne for 
their labor. Commissioner Stevens 
thoroughly disabused their minds as to 
this. He presented statistics showing 
that for the work they do the negro farm 
laborers receive adequate returns; that 
they are contented and ‘that their condi- 
tion is improving with marked rapidity. 
When he had concluded Mr. Clark, act- 
ing chairman of the commission, com- 
plimented Commissioner Stevens upon the 
valuable information given in’ his testi- 
mony, saying it was evident that he was 
thoroughly familiar with all of the mat- 
ters discussed and that what he had said 
had thrown light upon the southern situa- 
tion. Commissioner Stevens left for At- 
lanta tonight. 

Livingston Has the Grip. 

Colonel Livingston waa to have gone 
home tonight, but he hasbeen confined 
to his Washington residence with an at- 
tack of grip since last Tuesday and it 
will be several days probably before he 
feels able to travel. He was threatened 
with pneumonia, but is improving and 
the indications point to his escaping this 
disease. He has a bad case of grip, 
which has been accentuated by his run- 
ning about the departments in the in- 
terest of his constituents when he should 
have remained indoors.

Hopper'’s woes are imme- 
diate and multitudinous., 

A rich uncle, a German dog fancler, a 
crafty detective, and a young woman of 
the chorus get athwart the current of 
events and add to the entanglements. 

The piece has its faults. But they are 
faults that can easily be remedied with- 
out altering the form of the piece. Sev- 
eral of the exits are made without reason 
and for the obvious purpose of making 
room for some one else. The 
characters are shunted off like 
freight cars onto a siding. 
The first two acts will stand as they 
are written. The ground plan of the 
third act makes it the most effective in 
the play, but Mr. Futrell has not given 
it the treatment it deserves except in 
places.

TO PAY PENSIONS TUESDAY 


Commissioner Lindsey Has Complet- 
ed His Investigations. 


A LIST MADE OUT YESTERDAY 


Amount Required To Pay Widows 
and Indigents Exceeds Appro- 
priation $5,820. 


The indigent soldiers and the widows 
of confederates who died in service or 
from wounds received in service will 
receive their pensions next Tuesday. 

The full list of those entitled.to pen- 
sion money of both classes has been fin- 
ished by Commissioner of Pensions Lind- 
sey, and his report accepted by Gov- 
ernor Candler. Orders were yesterday 
issued to the treasurer by the governor 
directing that the money be paid as per 
the vouchers he will issue. 

The a@gount of money required to pay 
the indigent soldiers exceeds the amount 
of the appropriation made by the legisla- 
ture $1,700, while the amount required to 
pay the widows whose claims successfully 


| passed investigation exceeds the appro- 


priation by $3,820. 

Instructions were yesterday issued by 
the governor to the treasurer for the ex- 
cess, $3,820, to be paid from any money 
remaining in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. The order specifically re- 
quested the treasurer to transfer the 
amount from the gemeral fund to the spe- 
cial fund for the payment of the pen- 
sions. 

The amount appropriated by the legis- 
lature for the disabled veterans was $190,- 
000, while the amount appropriat@ii to the 
widows was $200,000. Thus, with the ex- 
cess, the pensioners of the indigent class 
get $191,700, and those of the widows get 
$203,820. 

The amount egch of the disabled vet- 
erans will receive varies according to the 
degree of his disability from $5 to $150, 
but the amount of each widow’s pension 
is $60. 

The work of Commissioner Lindsey in 
investigating the applicants for pensions 
has been very thorough, and has re- 
quired considerable time. For that rea- 


fson the list was riot completed some 


weeks ago. 


SWANN WAS RELEASED. 


Habeas (Corpus Proceeding Before 
Ordinary Wilkinson Came to 
Abrupt End. 

The habeas corpus proceeding which 
was to have been heard by Judge John 
R. Wilkinson, the ordinary, yesterday af- 
ternoon came to an abrupt conclusion 
without a hearing. The writ of habeas 
corpus was taken out to secure the re- 
lease from the police station of General 
Swann, a negro, who' had been arrested 

by Detectives Lanford and Kilpatrick. 

When the case was called by Judge 
Wilkinson, Attorney J. W. Hamilton, 
who appeared for the detectives, request- 
ed that the negro be released. He said 
that Swann was an escaped convict and 
that the authorities in Alabama, from 
where he escaped, had been notified of 
his capture, but had not replied whether 
they desired the negro held. 

He stated that they had been given a 
reasonable time for reply and that the 
detectives did not desire to hold the 
prisoner longer. Judge Wilkinson accord- 
ingly directed that Swann be released. 
Swann was represented by Attorney W. 
C. Brooks.

| ‘¢ The Curtailment’ Policy. ° 

In adopting a policy’ of temporary 
‘curtailment the southern mill owners 
who have already entered upon it seem 
to have acted unwisely without having 
first secured the adhesion of the New 
England millers, who are still moving 
‘on full time. 

When curtailment was broached a 
few weeks ago it was represented that 
‘the piling up of stocks was unfavorable 
to the trade, and that a hold-up of pro- 
duction until these stocks were dis- 
‘posed of would be to the advantage of 
all, The southern millers entered upon 
curtailment, while the New England 
spindles are going right along, the 
owners looking forward to the benefit 
of the shortage made by the idle spin- 
dles of the south. 

The report from Fall River is to the 
effect that— 

Some difficulty is being experienced in 
getting all of the mills under the control 
of the selling committee to consent to a 


-curtaliment of four weeks before the end 


of the first week in May. 

There is a disposition on the part of 
some of the mills to maintain the con- 
tracts they now have, and to do this 
they think they will be obliged to run in 
full. Many of the mills are engaged on 
‘wide goods and are sold ahead for a 
partial product for delivery every week. 
Some of them are so situated that they 
cannot fill their orders unless they run 
regularly. They would like to curtail 
by agreement on a part of their looms, 
if that is agreeable to the other signers. 
The committee is making an earnest ef- 
fort to overcome these difficulties and 
the members are sanguine of success to 
the extent that an appreciable curtail- 


Be ment will be agreed upon to take effect 


next week. If this does not take place 
there will be disappointment expressed. 
‘Bome of the mills are short:on cotton or 
soon will be.

In 1896 the British municipal debt was 
$1,250,000,000. It is much higher now, and 
the increase in twenty years has been 200 
per cent. Municipal rates have, of course, 
also increased steadily. The annual ex- 
penditures authorized by parliament and 
the local government board have in- 
creased from $25,000,000 ten years ago to 
$195,000,000 in 1899. The municipal author- 
ities are not deterred by these figures from 
enlarging the scale and multiplying the 
number of their operations. 

The abuse of public ownership may 
prove as oppressive as the dissipation 
of all utility values. Only within cer- 
tain well defined lines is municipal 
Ownership safe, the items embraced be- 
ing those of a universal public char- 
acter. Even then, as the object of pub- 
lic ownership is to secure to the whole 
community some share in the profits, 
the better plan is to reap this reward 
through lease or franchise. The state 
of Georgia presents one of the best 
arguments for public ownership ou 
record in her possession of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, which she 
has removed from political control by 
leasing it out for a handsome sum. 

The English: municipalities are ex- 
tending the power of public control too 
far, and the increasing tax rate should 
warn them of the danger ahead. 


“The Anti-Gorman Democrats.” 

The republican newspapers of Mary- 
land are now making very prominent 
the utterances of certain “anti-Gorman 
democrats” whose consciences are in 
need of repair. 

The “anti”’-democrat is a versatile in- 
dividual indeed. He is never known to 
act with the party, and why he clings 
to the name democrat at all is a mys- 
tery to those who do not know him. As 
a plain republican his views would not 
be quoted in the newspapers. He would 
be regarded as a very ordinary sort of 
individual. By retaining the name of 
democrat he can stand in some public 
place ang expose his vacuity. At the 
public meeting he takes a seat upon 
the stage minus invitation, but what 
matter? He will see the people and 
they will see him. 

Just now the legislature of Maryland 
is in session, looking after the interests 
of those who do the work and pay the 
taxes. This legislature is democratic, 
as is the class just referred to. It suits 
the “anti” at present to add. the “Gor- 
man” to the prefix. The Baltimore 
American is having a good deal of 
amusement, in coaching these eminent 
patriots, who bruise their shins in the 
effort to get up stairs where the editor, 
in pensive reflection, sits. 

Maryland should be free enough to 
allow a man of republican sympathy 
to call himself by the republican name 
at once. It would lack the advertis- 
ing, but would give the people a rest. 


Carnegie’s Great Gifts. 

It is not usual to find men self-poised 
enough to sit down and give away large 
fortunes during life. Rather they hold 
on with a clutch to be loosed only by 
death. . 

As representing the millionaire of 
the future it is pleasant to contem- 
plate such a man as Mr. Carnegie. Hav- 
ing accumulated money in excess of 
any possible reasonable demand of 
himself’or family, he proceeds, in a 
business way, about getting rid of the 
surplus. His present fondness for libra- 


ries will probably be succeeded by other 


objects, but wherever his money is in- 
vested it will be for the public good. 

Is not this carrying out the idea of 
stewardship? The man strong enough 
to gather is the one who should under- 
take the scattering as well. Wills are 
expensive to set up in court, but the 
deed of gift will withstand any attack. 


Governor Wells’s Veto. 

The action of Governor Wells, of 
Utah, in vetoing the bill limiting ac- 
tion against harem keepers to the in- 
mates thereof is an exhibition of good 
sense. 

The governor correctly estimates the 
temper of the whole country toward 
the peculiar tenet that made Mormon- 
ism possible. Under no circumstaace 
will the people of the United States 
agree to the légalizing of a polyga- 
mous community. Law or no law, the 
custom must be suppressed. 

In recognizing this condition the 
Mormon leaders will save themselves 
trouble. 2) 

The Mexican Situation. 

There can be but little doubt that a 
crisis is impending in the republic of 
Mexico, the outcome of which will dem- 
onstrate the ability of the people of 
that country to maintain their equilib- 
rium. 

The statements made concerning the 
condition of President Diaz are all con- 
flicting, but they unite in the one fact 
that the active days of the great leader 
are over and that the transition of gov- 
ernment to other shoulders may bring 
about revolution or be made effective 
only after a revolution. The president 
has been in practical] retirement for 
two years past, ever since Governor. 
Bernardo Reyes was called to the war 
office. The mysterious movements of 
the last ‘three months prove that the 
president is kept secluded from the 
general public. . 

Through the administration of Pres- 
ident Diaz the country has been kept 
in a state of peace, while foreign in- 
vestments of capital have been encour- 
aged. As a result there are vast enter- 
prises in progress all over the republic. 


So far President Diaz has developed a 


wonderful power of attraction, but now 
that his end is near the weak point of 
his career becomes evident. By héld- 
ing on to the presidency for twenty- 
five years he has completely suppressed 
rival statesmanship and his peonle are 
today novices in the principles of self- 
government.

THE CODE FOR FIGHTING MEN 


General Wolfe’s Instructions to Sol- 
diers Under His Command. 


London Express: Some curiously inter- 
esting matter has lately been unearthed 
from an old order book of the Twentieth 
regiment, the “Minden boys,”’ sow the 
Lancashire fusileers, which emanated 
from the hervic soldier, Wolfe, when colo- 
nel of the regiment, about 17%. Their 
bearing upon military conduct in the 
field makes them very distinctly topical 
just now. ; 

‘Whoever shall throw away iis arms 
in an action, whether officer, non-commis- 
sioned officer or soldier (unless it appears 
they are so damaged as to be useless), 
either under the pretense of taking up 
others that are of a better sort or for 
any other cause whatsoever, must expect 
to be -#fed by a court inartial for the 
crime. 

“The death of an officer commanding a 
company or platoon shall be no excuse 
for the confusion or misbehavior cf that 
platoon; for, while there is an officer or 
non-commissioned officer left alive to 
command, no man is to abandon hig col- 
ors or betray his country. 

‘‘Neither officer, non-commissioned offi- 
cér or soldier is to leave his platoon or 
abandon his colors for a slight wound. 
While a man is able to do his duty and 
stand and ho!d his arms it is infamous 
to retire. 

“The battalion is not to halloo cr cry 
out upon any account whatsoever, al- 
though the rest of the troops should do 
it, until they are ordered to charge with 
their bayonets; in that case and when 
they are on the point of rushing upon 
their enemy, the battalion may give a 
warlike shout and rush in. 

“The soldier who takes his musket from 
his shoulder and pretends to begin the 
battle without orders will be put to death 
that instant. The cowardice or irregular 
proceeding of one man is not to put the 
whole in danger. 

“The soldier who quits his ranks or of- 
fers to fly is instantly to be put to death 
by the officer who commands the platoon. 
A soldier does not deserve to live who 
will not fight for his king and country. 

“If a non-commissioned officer or pri- 
vate man is missing after an action and 
joins his company afterward unhurt, he 
will be reputed a coward and a fugitive 
and will be tried for his life. 

“If we attack a body less in extent than 
the battalion, the platoons upon the wings 
must be careful to direct their fire ob- 
liquely so as to strike the enemy. The 
officers are to inform the soldiers of their 
platoons before the action begins where 
they are to direct their fire; and they are 
to take a good aim to destroy their ad- 
versaries., 

“There is no necessity for firing very 
fast. A cool, well-leveled fire, with the 
pieces carefully loaded, is much more de- 
structive and formidable than the quick- 
est fire in confusion. (The soldiers are to 
take their orders entirely from the offi- 
cer of their platoon, and he is to give 
them with all possible coolness and reso- 
lution.) The misbehavior of any other 
corps will not affect this battalion, be- 
cause the officers are determined to give 
the strongest proofs of their fidelity, zeal 
and courage, in which the soldiers will 
second them with their usual spirit. 

‘The men should consider that they are 
upon the point of entering into a war for 
the defense of their country: that a 
drunken, vicious, irregular army is but a 
poor defense to a state, but their virtue, 
courage and obedience are a sure guard 
in all assaults; they should, therefore, al- 
ways be ready to perform their part with 
honor and spirit, and not give themselves 
up to any excess or irregularity. In times 
like these both officers and soldiers should 
particularly exert themselves in every 
part of the duty and show their country 
that they deserve its esteem and admira- 
tion by their zeal, fidelity and valor.” 

The principles on which the British sol- 
dier should fight vary little to this day 
from those inculcated by General Wolfe.

“The people of the south do not pay 
enough attention to small industries,” 
said @ gentleman at the Kimball yester- 
dey. | 


“They seem to have an idea that uniess - 


ome has a large amount of capital there 
ig no chance to do anything. It is true 
that this is an era of great combinations 
and that in certain lines one can do noth- 
ing unless backed by plenty of money. 
But the south, I think, is a peculiarly in- 
viting field for industries which do not re- 
quire a great deal of capital. 

“Take the canning business, for in- 
stance. Georgia will have a tremendous 
peach crop this year if it escapes the 
cold. A great many of the peaches will 
be shipped north and bring good returns, 
but probably half of the crop will not, 
because the peaches will ripen so fast 
that it will be impossible to ship, Now, 
if there were canning plants throughout 
the orchard region of the state, all these 
peaches that rot would be preserved and 
bring rich returns to the growers. It 
doesn’t take a great deal of money tc 
establish a canning plant, and the peach 
growers might co-operate in the scheme. 
You kfiow that this is a ‘community of 
interest” age. , 

“What is true of peaches is true of al- 
most every fruit and vegetable grown in 
this section. Half the profit of growing 
is lost because the product rots before it 
can be put on the market. Florida grows 
great quantities of vegetables, but 
doesn’t get the returns that ought to come 
because there are no canning plants in 
the state. Thousands of bushels of toma- 
toes and other vegetables go to waste 
every season, and yet in the winter the 
Florida people are buying quantities of 
canned goods which were put up in the 
north, 

“Just to show the possibilities in small 
industries I will relate an incident that 
came under my observation a few years 
ago. In a southern city there was a wo- 
man who lost her husband, and when 
the estate was wound up there was noth- 
ing left for the widow and children. The 
woman, although accustomed to luxury, 
had a brave heart and met the situation 
with courage. Before her husband's 
death her table had been noted for the 
excellence of the pickels served, which 
were made from a recipe of her own. It 
oceurred to her that this recipe had 2 
commercial value. She raised a little 
money and told her friends that she was 
going into the :nanufacture of pickies. 
She began in a small way, of course, put 
orders came so fast that she was forced 
to enlarge her plant. In a@ short while 
she was receiving a large income, and a 
few years ago she disposed of her plant 
and recipes for a sum that made her in- 


can do. There are plenty of opportunities 
for small industries in this section, and 
those who take advantage of them will 
acquire wealth.”’ 


“TIT am glad that former Senator Gorman 
hag won.the fight for ‘disfranchisement,’ 
as the republicans call it, in Maryland,”’ 
seid a gentleman at the Aragon yester- 
day. “I am glad because it insures the 
return of Gorman to the senate and 
makes him once more a factor in fhe 
Gemocratic party.

The Hardwick bill may not be passed, but 
when such legislation is enacted Tom 
Hardwick will deserve the credit for it. 
His proposition is more generally favored 
in Georgia than the members of the legis- 
lature are aware of.”’

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|CHILD LIFE INSURANCE 
- SEEMS. A GROWING EVIL 


Memphis, Tenn., March 15.—(Special.)— 
The question of prohibiting child life in- 
suranée in Tennessee has been before the 


| general assembly several times, but the 


bills have been killed off. The necéssity 
of passing a law of the character has 
been impressed upon the members of the 
present legislature from every one of the 
large counties in the state, and it is now 
almost certain that a prohibitory law 
will be enacted. A bill, presented by 
Representative Edgington, of Shelby 
county, has passed the lower house and 
it is said wilf have easy sailing when it 
goes before the senate for final consider- 
ation. Therese no doubt but what child 
life insurance in Tennessee is an incen- 
tive for crime, especially among the 
lower and more degraded class of persons 
—mostly negroes. One of the leading 
colored lawyers of Shelby county said 
today: 

“There are hundreds of negroes in the 
State who would put their children to 
death to secure money with which to 
purchase cocaine or other drugs.” 

While this is said to be trite of one 
class of degraded persons, there are 
others who would allow their children 
to die of neglect and then reap the har- 
vest—the collection of from sixty to a 
cOuple of hundred dollars. 

Court officials and the county officers 
have had a number of these cases to cope 
with during the past few years. Three 
years ago the child life Insurance evil 
became notorious, and a number of ar- 
rests were made in different cities, where 
children met sudden deaths under suspi- 
cious circumstances. Upon investigation 
it was almost invariably learned that the 
life of the child had been insured, and 
that the parents were preparing to col- 
lect the money. Numerous cases came 
to the attention of the officers where chile 
dren were smothered to death during the 
night at least. This was the story giv- 
en out by the parents, but close investi- 


 * 
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gation often revealed another state of 
affairs. Quite a number of these cases 
have been before the courts of Shelby 
county. Not long since” Thomas Cren- 
shaw, @ negro, and his wife were ar- 
rested in this county for the murder of 
their infant child upon whose life they 
carried a small policy. ° They said the 
child died of pneumonia, but the evidence 
went to show that the infant had met an 
untimely death as the result of neglect 
and beating. The evidence was all 
against the man, and he went to the pén- 
itentiary for five years. He is now doing 
time at Nashville. This is Dut one case 
out of many. . 

The court officials to a man believe that 
a law to prohibit the insuring of infant 
children would be a great good. Attor- 
ney General George Yerger, in discussing 
the question, said today: 


“IT am opposed to child life insurance. 
Insurance is for the benefit of the weak 
and ‘helpless, providing against the loss 
sustained in the death of a main sup- 
port in many cases. The child insur- 
ance reverses this idea. It places the 
insurance upon the helpless and inpocent 
for the benefit of the stronger. Of course 
the child life insurance is a good thing 
for some persons where it is taken in 
good faith, but it is manifest that where 
there is a parent with an evil disposition 
it is so easy for them to become careless 
with the little one. Many children die 
of acts of omission instead of acts of 
commission. In the case of an adult 
who may be insured with a view of foul 

lay the person may be capable of car- 
fon for himself, but in the case of a 
child it is different. I believe that the 
life insurance on children breeds crime.’”’ 


The general went on to say that there 
was a class of negroes in the city who 
would sell their own souls, if possible, to 
secure cocaine. 

The passage of the b#ll is being urged 
by several of the larger cities, and it 
now looks as if the child life insurance 
companies are to be excluded from the 
state. It is true that in several of the 
cities in the state they have done a land 
office business, collecting 20 cents or so 
every week from the parents of infants.

Screams of Woman Changed a Des- 
perado’s Murderous Intentions. 


London Mail: The original ‘Captain 
Starlight,’’ the famous bushranger in Rolf 
Boldrewood's ‘‘Robbery Under Arms,” 
has been discovered, and when the last 
Australian mail Jjeft Freemantle every- 
body was talking of him and his startling 
and daring career. 

Some time ago ‘‘Major’’ Pelly met his 
death in Perth by accidentally swallow- 
ing an overdose of poison. He was a 
member of the civil service of Western 
Australia, and acted as the secretary of 
the government geologist. It is this man 
Pelly who has now been identified with 
the notorious bushranger Gordon, the 
original of Bordrewood’s’' celebrated 
knight of the road. 

His real name was Frank Pearson. He 
received the greater part of his educa- 
tion at Rome. After a wild life in Lon- 
don he emigrated to Australia, and in 1864 
he joined a gang of bushrangers, of which 
he soon became the recognized leader. 
His associates called him ‘‘Captain Star- 
light,’’ but after a time he left the gang, 
because he was opposed to their brutal 
instincts. He then joined a young fellow 
named Rutherford, and the pair carried 
out many skillful and/ daring robberies 
of banks, and also of gold while it was 
being carried from the diggings to the 
large towns. 

A reward of £1,000 was offered for the 
arrest of “Starlight,’’ and £800 for his 
comrade. One Sunday évening they 
were surrounded by the police while 
drinking in a public house. In making 
their escape “Starlight’’ was shot through 
the shoulder. The “captain” having 
reached his hiding place in the mountains 
sent Rutherford to a Frenchman, a pub- 
lican, to obtain money deposited with 
him, in order that the two bushrangers 
might decamp from the district. 

en Rutherford reached the French- 
man's place he apprised the landlord of 
the object of his visit, and that worthy 
whispered to him to “stick up’’ the men 
in the bar.

But the screams 
of a woman and two children inside 
changed his purpose, and the bushranger 
rushed into the flames and rescued the 
three at the peril of his life.

Coppage and J. F. Buchanan. George 
Toney, V. H. Miller and George Blood- 
worth are the new inspectors. O. P. 
LeVert was also elected to the position of 
flusher, he being the only new flusher 
elected. ; 

At a previous executive session of the 
board it was decided to leave Inspectors 
Coppage, Buchanan and Willls King off 
of the list, but the board yesterday re- 
considered its action in reference to JIn- 
spector King and reinstated him. The 
sanitary department fs now smaller by 
cne man than it was before the election. 


Mardis and Keith lost their positions | 


as the result of a fight in which they en- 
gaged in the office of the board of health 
about three weeks ago. Ray, who was a 
plumbing inspector, it is stated, was left 
off of the list as a matter of economy, the 
board deciding that the inspection of 
plumbing can be done by one man. To 
the present there have been two plumbing 
inepectors. 

A number of witnesses appeared to tes- 
tify in the cases against Mardis and 
Keith.

The board has decided to cut expenses 
fust as much as possible, and the mem- 
bers yesterday decided to work a change 
in the operation of the: department as a 
means of economizing. The board agreed 
on the *redistMéting’ of the city as one 
means of accomplishing this, and it will 
probably mean that some of rhe inspectors 
will be given larger districts than former- 
ly. The board instructed Dr. Jarnigan, 
rresident of the board, to appoint a com- 
mittee of three, consisting of the chief 
of the department and two members of 
the board, to investigate into the matter 
of redistricting. 

A motion was also adopted that a com- 
mittee be appointed to purchase bicycles 
for four of the inspectors, in order that a 
large territory can be covered by them 
and the work done more satisfactorily 
and with greater speed. This committee 
is to also consist of the chief and two 
members of the board. Dr. Jarnigan will 
probably.appoint both of these commit- 
tees today. It seems to be the intention 
of the board to accomplish as much work 
as possible with the smallest expense, and 
the efforts of the department will be 
directed to give the city a first-class 
sanitary system with the appropriation 
given the department.

A Pioneer and Noted Character of 
North Georgia Has Passed 
Away.

EVANGELIST NEEDHAM TALKS 


Rev. F. B. Meyer, the Well Known 
London Evangelist, To Reach 
the City Today—Meetings 
Held Three Times 


a Day. 


The Tabernacle Bible conference opened 
last night at the Baptist Tabernacle with 
a large attendance of Atlantans and visit- 
ors from all sections of the country.

“Figgt, that you make up your minds 
to put away everything in the way ‘of 
business or pleasure that you may have 
no hindrance come between you and the 
blessing of this meeting. If you have any 
difficulty in Going this go to God and 
ask Him to help you to lay everything 
aside. You will need to do this not only 
to enable you to attend all the meetings, 
but also to enable you to get most out 
of the meetings you attend. 

“My second suggestion is that you se- 
cure a notebook and pencil to keep with 
you al] the time and that you also bring 
your Bibles. Take notes on everything 
you hear, so that when you return to 
your homes you will be able to pass on 
the good things that you obtain from 
these men who have come to give us in- 
struction. 

“My third suggestion is that you take 
much time for prayer. You will need this 
to keep your own heart right, to cnable 
you to hear aright and to keep you from 
such unjust criticisms as often stand in 
the way of a blessing.’’ 


Rev. George Needham Talks. 

Rev. George C. Needham, of Philadel- 
phia, was the principal speaker last night. 
He spoke along the line of Christ being 
revealed through the power of the Holy 
Spirit. He said in part: 

“We do not rally around a religion or 
a doctrine, but we rally around Christ, 
the king of glory. IL suppose the sin of 
the church is that we have not believed or 
realized the words of Christ when He said 
that when the comforter should come He 
would abide with us and guide us in all 
things. He said that this comforter, the 
Holy Spirit, should be with His disciples 
forever; that He should take the place of 
Jesus Christ, who was going home to 
the Father for awhile, and the Holy Spirit 
is equal with the Father and with the 
Son. They are all working together to 
lift us up into a higner life. 

“The Holy Spirit has come to take His 
seat in the church. He is the vicar of 
Christ. Christ has gone as an advocate 
to the Father and the Holy Spirit is the 
advocate here on earth. A great many 
Christian people all over this land are 
crying, ‘My leanness, my leanness!’ But 
I think they should cry, ‘My laziness, my 
laziness!’ 

“When we come to realize that 
we can obtain such power through 
the Holy Spirit, tt is enough to 
make a sick man well or a sad man 
smile or a lame man leap with joy. Look 
at Jesus all through His earthly life. 
How closely the Holy Spirit was related 
to Him. He abode with Him forever. It 
is the same way with His people. The 
first thing for us to settle is whether we 
have been born of the Spirit.e We must 
realize that our bodies belong to Christ; 
that they are the temples of the Holy 
Ghost. 

“We make a mistake in praying for 
more of the Holy Spirit because He is 
not given in parts. What we want is 
for the Holy Spirit to take possession of 
‘More of us. The Holy Spirit has come to 
reveal Jesus Christ; to pull aside the veil 
between us and Christ. It is so hard to 
realize that we can love Christ, who is 
absent, whom we cannot gee, 

“I have loved people I have rot seen. 
They send me their photographs and I 
correspond with them and they are real 
flesh and blood. And so it is with Christ. 
We can love Him in the same way. When 
you get a taste of the real Christ there 
will be @ great longing to see Him; you 
will be wanting to live for Him, to work 
for Him, to testify for Him. 

“I want at this conference the 
Holy Spirit to reveal Christ to my heart 
and to every heart here, so that it will 
be the greatest meeting ever held in the 
south. I not only want to know some- 
thing of the real Christ; but I want to 


| know something of His resources, We

Discussion Develops Warm Roas! 
for Board of Health

TERMS OF THE ORDINANCE 


Will Be Selected by Board of Physi- 
clans To Be Named by Mayor. 
He Will Serve Four Years 
at a Salary of $2,400 
Per Year. 


The ordinance committee of council de- 
cided yesterday to recommend an ordi- 
nance creating the office of health officer 
of Atlanta, but: they made so many 
changes in the plan that the ordinance as 
introduced would not now be recognized. 

Under the proposed ordinance the Realth 
officer will be selected by a board of 
nine physicians, to be named by the 
mayor, and after that the health officer 
himself will have to be appointed by the 
mayor. 

Incidentally there was quite a warm 
roast administered to the present board 
of health by the physicians who appeared 
to express their views on the subject. 
They considered it a partisan political 
body which would take no action purely 
in the interests of the public. As Dr. 
Hunter P. Cooper put it: 

“Don’t, for God’s sake, elect a man 
even as I suggest and put him under the 
present board of health.”’ 

Dr. Longino wanted to suggest an 
amendment when the committee took the 
matter up. He suggested that the health 
officer be elected by the various medical 
societies of the city and confirmed by 
the mayor. He further suggested a board 
of eight or ten physicians, who should 
prescribe the duties of the health officer. 

“What we want,’ said Dr. Hunter P. 
Cooper, when the commitee asked to hear 
from him, “is a man who will represent 
the city properly and work to the interest 
of the profession, instead of going rough- 
shod over the people and the profession, 
as the presest board of health has done 
for the last year. There is abundant 
need for such an officer, but you cannot 
get a good man unless you pay a fair sal- 
ary.” 

Dr. Cooper thought the salary of $2,400 
proposed would be just about adequate. 

“The office should be entirely removed 
from politics,’’ he said, “‘or great injus3 
tice to the people will result. Just this 
trouble will ensue if you put the matter 
in the hands of the board of health as it 
is constituted today.’’ 

Dr. Cooper and others present thought 
the health officer should be selected by 
some body that was in a position to 
judge of the qualifications of such an 
officer. He also suggested a board of 
doctors, to be selected from the various 
medica] societies and institutions. 

Councilman Grady just here suggested 
a board of nine or more physicians to 
make the selection of health officer, these 
physicians to be appointed by the mayor. 
Councilman Reed insisted that in any 
event the health officer be subject to im- 
peachment for malfeasance, mis feasance 
or any failure or lack of ability to do 
his duty. Both of these suggestions were 
subsequently adopted. 

Dr. Baird then spoke on the subject, 
and like Dr. Cooper, he insisted that the 
board of health as at present constituted 
should not be given any authority in this 
connection. 

“The physicians and the people of At- 
lanta have. been treated with scant cour- 
tesy and consideration,’’ he said, “‘by the 
members of the present board of heaith.’’ 

Such was the tenor of the feelings and 
statements of all the physicians heard 
from on the subject. 

Councilman Kontz, chairman of the 
committee, agreed with the suggestions 
of Councilmen Grady and Reed, and he 
Was requested to put the ordinance in 
shape in accordance with the recommen- 
dations made. 

The features of the ordinance will be as 
follows: That the office of health officer 
be established; that the mayor appoint a 
“board of nine physicians, whose duty it 
shall be to select a suitable and compe- 
tent person for health officer; that after 
such selection the appointive power shall 
rest in the mayor; that the same board of 
physicians shall outline the duties of 
health officer, and these duties shall be 
enacted into an ordinance by council; 
that the health officer shall then be un- 
der the direction of the board of health, 
subject to the foregoing limitations; that 
he shall be subject to impeachment for 
any dereliction of duty or incompetence; 
that his salary all be $2,400 per annum 
and that he sh serve for four years. 

The committee favored an ordinance 
with these provisions and asked Chair- 
man Kontz to draft it. It will probably 
be reported to council at the meeting on 
Monday.

Governor Candler Has Ordered 
an Investigation, 


LACK OF DISCIPLINE CHARGED 


Colonel Woodward Complained to 
Governor of the Company’s 
Condition—Charges Will 
Be Investigated by 
Advisory Board. 


An attempt will be made by the military 
advisory board to have the Atlanta Zou- 
aves disbanded and reorganized. The ses- 
sion of the board at which this step will 
be considered will be held at the state 
capitol March 23d. 

Some days ago a communication was 
received by Governor Candler from Colo- 
nel Park Woodward, through the adjutant 
general of the Fifth regiment, stating 
that the condition of the Atlanta Zouaves, 
known as company A of the Fifth regi- 
ment, had become demoralized, and the 
lack of discipline was so marked that it 
was the opinion of the officer a disband- 
ment of the company was necessary. 

The complaint of Colonel Woodward re- 
cited the causes he supposed had led to 
this demoralization. He stated that a 
number of reports as to the lack of disci- 
pline had reached his ears before he had 
given them any attention. Finally, how- 
ever, he had become convinced that there 
must be something lacking in the man- 
agement of the company’s affairs, and he 
at once began an investigation. This in- 
vestigation he had made most thoroughly 
with the result of a decision on his part 
that there was amo remedy for the evil 
which he said existed other than a dis- 
bandment of the company. 

The charge of lack of discipline was ful- 
ly made out in Colonel Woodward's let- 
ter to the governor, and an investigation 
was decided upon. 

Officers To Answer Complaint. 

The officers will be required to answer 
why the company should not be disbanded 
and it is possible that a sensation will be 
created at the trial. 

After the advisory board has investi- 
gated the charges of Colonel Woodward 
a report will be made to the governor, 
who will then decide whether or not the 
company should be disbanded, It is 
thought that if it is disbanded the order 

“requiring that such be done will be ac~- 
companied by a recommendation that the 
company be reorganized. 

A report was circulated yesterday to the 
effect that the effort to have the company 
disbanded was being made by Colonel 
Obear. When seen, the inspector general 
stated that he knew absolutely nothing of 
the movement, and that he, at least, was 
in no way connected with it. He’ stated 
that it had been more than a year since 
he had inspected the company. At that 
time its condition was good. 

The announcement of the trouble will 
cause surprise in military circles, and the 
investigation will be very interesting. The 
officers of the company refuse to say 
anything about the affair, but it is said 
they will resist every attempt to cause 
a disbandment, 


YESTERDAY DATE OF VALUES 


Tax Returns Will Be Based Upon 
Property Owned Then. 


ORDER GIVEN BY COMPTROLLER 


Ifroperty Bought Today or After- 
wards Will Not Have To Be Re- 
turned by Buyer This Year. 


—— 


In giving in taxes for the year of 1901 
all taxpayers will be required to give in 
their personal property of all descrip- 
tions at their values according to its 
value and condition on the 15th day of 


March. 

Comptroller General Wright yesterday 
gave out the order decided upon by him- 
self, Governor Candler and the state 
treasurer regarding the date for the val- 
uation of all taxable properties. Thi 
order was made at a meeting held some 
days ago according to the statutes of 
the state, and is as follows: . 

“Whereas, the general tax act ap- 
proved December 21, 1900, requires the 
governor, the comptroller general and the 
state treasurer to fix a day between Jan- 
vary ist and April Ist of each of the 
vears of 1901 and 1902 as a day for mak- 
ing returns of taxes, which day shall not 
be fixed until immediately after the Ist 
day of March of each of the years men- 
tioned (as provided by the act approved 
December 20, 1893). a 

“It is therefore ordered that the 15th 
day of March, 1901, be, and the same is, 
hereby fixed and designated as the dav 
for making returns of taxes for the year 
of 1901, hereby requiring the values of 
all property owned and possessed on 
that day to be the basis of sald tax re- 
turns for the year of 1901. 

“Witness our official signature, this 
March 2, 1901. 

“A. D. CANDLER, 
“Governor. 
“W. A. WRIGHT, 
“Comptroller General. 
“R. E. PARK, 
' Treasurer.” 

This order fixes the date for the valua- 
tion of all property to be returned. In 
making out tax returns this year all 
property is to be valued according to its 
worth yesterday. All personal property 
of any kind as well as real estate owned 
on the 15th of the month will have to 
be given to the tax receiver according to 
its value at that time. 

Persens buying property after the time 
mentioned will not be requifed to return 
its value, but the former owner will have 
to make the return and pay the tax 
on it.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, March |5.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: 

‘‘The general situation is without important 
change, the events of the week appearing to 
accentuate heretofore prevailing conditions, 
Distributive trade and speculation in securities 
continue large in volume with prices rising in 
the more favored industries or dropping in 
those suffering from depression. As types of 
these movements the iron and cotton. goods in- 
dustries are pre-eminent, and these two seem 
like opposite poles, so marked is the difference 
in trade feeling and conditions, In most other 
industries, the reports are quite favorable, no- 
table in this direction being lumber, leather 
and hardware and implement trades, Western 
and southern distributive trade reports are 
quite favorable, and the reports of active de- 
mand for dry goods and clothing at the west 
contrast sharply with the reports of dull bus- 
iness and the receding prices of print cloths, 
bleached cottons and other fabrics at first 
hands. Railway returns continue highly fa- 
vorable, confirming feports heretofore published 
of activity in general shipping and reports of 
a shortage of cirs, a strange one at this time 
of year to come from Chicago and other large 
centers, Clearings are of heavy volume, and 
in this as in nearly all other measures of 
trade improvement present records surpass all 
previously recorded for this season of the year, 

“Conditions in the domestic iron and steel 
demand recall the boom of 1[1899, and it be- 
comes more and more evident that an enormous 
consumptive demand, discouraged by the high 
prices of a year ago, is now coming freely 
into the market, Prices rise as furnace stocks 
fall, and there are some who fear another 
runaway market. Lest they should make a 
mistake similar to that of two years ago the 
ore producers are holding back and have not 
yet announced prices, while ’the rise of pig 
iron makes their sition stronger, Bars and 
structural material are firm and heavy. Hard- 
ware is active and advancing. Foreign re- 
ports are as blue as domestic advices are 
bright, but it is worth noting that an enormous 
order for pipes is reported captured by Amer- 
icans despite strenuous efforts by foreigners. 

‘“‘Cotton goods are dull and droopy at first 
hands, partly because of the steady decline 
in raw cotton—%c on spot for the week and

Court Is Result of Trouble.at Louis-

An order was yesterday issued by Gov- 
ernor Candler appoiuting a court of fn- 
quiry to investigate the conduct of Cap- 
tain Williams and Lieutenant Barthless, 
of the First Georgia infantry, of Savan- 
nah, for alleged misconduct with regard 
to their treatment of Corporal Harris at 
Louisville last year. 

The board of inquiry consists of Judge 
Advocate General George M Napier, Ma- 
jor J. 8. Dozier, of the First cavalry, and 
Lieutenant W. W. Gordon, of the First 
cavairy, recorder. After the meeting of 
the board, Governor Candler will pass 
upon the case, | 

The appointment of the board of inquiry 
was at the instigation of and upon fe- 
quest of the officers whose conduct will 
be investigated. It is the result of a 
reprimand given the officers by Governor 
Candler, as recommended in the findings 
of the court martial which investigated 
the charge against Corporal Harris. 

Harris was arrested at Louisville last 
year during the confederate reunion when 
the troops from Savannah visited that 
city upon order of Captain Williams 
and Lieutenant Barthless. He was. af- 
terwards tried by a courtmartial. During 
the trial of Corporal Harris the evidence 
introduced brought out facts regarding 
the misconduct of the two officers with 
regard to-the corporal, and tte court- 
martial so stated in its findings. 

In meking his verdict in the case Gov- 
ernor Candler reprimanded the officers. 
They felt aggrieved at this repimand and 
asked that a court of inquiry be ap- 
pointed to investigate their conduct The 
meeting of the court will be held within 
ten days’ time.

LUMINOUS light has at last flash-

Creator rested on the seventh, not to 
mention the cougtless other times that 


the number plays a conspiguous part in 
Biblical lore. Unquestionably those who 
have the negro problem at heart did 
well when they’ selected q seven mile 
Hmit. 

Briefly told, the present plan had its 
inception with Edmund Bibbs, minister, 
editor of The Benevolent Ensign, origina- 
tor of the Negro Universal Jubilee, presi- 
dent of the Benevolent Enterprise and 
treasurer of the oYung Men’s Christian 
Association.

Arise, let us go out seven 
miles from Atlanta, buy a tract of land 
large enough to build a town: have it in- 
corporated, build factories of various 
kinds, have wholesale houses, stores, 
shops, bank, city officials—from mayor to 
janitor—tax collector and, in fact, all the 
enterprises that go to make up a well or- 
ganized and chartered town. Then we 
will show to the world that we are in- 
telligent beings, created by the hand of 
God and second only to our Maker. — 

“Among all the theories that have been 
agitated this one is the most practical, in- 
deed, it is the separation that separates. 

“The colored people that are in the city 
are too many, therefore for a goodly 
number to go out it will be better for 
those who go and the few that stay. can 
~@emiaind more for their work: we will 
not go to Africa, and it is not practical 
to shift us off to a far western territory; 
but # is within our reach to move out 
about seven miles from these large cities 
and build a city of our own. There we 
will manufacture and invent serviceable 
things that Atlanta and all other cities 
will demand, thereby keeping up a re- 
ciprocity with the world. : 

“ “The wilderness and the solitary place 
shall be glad for us and the desert shall 
rejoice and blossom as the rose.’ 

“Then, indeed, shall we ‘stretch. forth 
our hands to God and praise Him under 
our vine and fig tree.’

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CAR MEN 70 GET UP 
NEW ORDINANCE 


Question of Where and How Cars Are 
Te Stop Left to Them. 


TO REPEAL GRADY ORDINANCE 


That Will Give the Street Car Com- 
mittee a Fresh Start. 


PROTECTION WANTED FOR PUBLIC 


Street Car Men Say They Are Anx- 
ious To Do Everything Possible 
To Protect People. 


The ordinance committee decided. yes- 
terday to take a fresh start on the ques- 
tion as to the side of the street on which 
street cars ought to be made to atop. 

In order to tget the matter in shape 
and untrammelled by conflicting ordi- 
nances it was decided to recommend to 
council the repeal of he Grady ordinance 
requiring cars to stop on the far side of 


the street crossings. 

In order to get«the mater in shape 
railroad men will get together with Coun- 
cilman Barrett as .their chairman and 
council the repeal of the Grady ordinance 
embodying certain rules of the car com- 
panies looking to the greatest possible 


protection to the public. 
The ordinance under consideration was 


that of Councilman Barrett requiring 
cars on double-tracked streets to stop 
when approaching other cars that are 
discharging passengers. 

When the ordinance committee met, W. 
T. Moyers, representing the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company, appeared 
before the committee. The street railway 
people, he said, were always on the look- 
out for the public safety, principally be- 
cause they are human beings themselves, 
though they are treated as dogs by the 


people. 

“The public, too, are protected,” he 
said, ‘“‘because, a8 is well known, we are 
mulcted in damages to a far greater ex- 
test than $100 whenever any one is injured 


or killed.”’ 
Encourages Litigation. 

Such ordinances as the one proposed, 
Mr. Moyers said, encouraged litigation, 
and induced people to bring suits for 
damages where they would not other- 
wise do so. They make such ordinances 
the basis of their damage suits. He as- 
serted the company had taken all the 
reasonable precautions to protect human 
life, and said that.speed was impossible 
without some element of danger. 

The remedy, Mr. Moyers said, lies in 
the repeal of the Grady ordinance, which 
really should be called the Peel ordi- 
nance. 

Thomas F. Corrigan, who urged favor- 
able action on the ordinance, made ‘a 
further statement, saying he had no 
desire to put any addtional hardships on 
the street car oupmpanies, and he was 
willing to word the proposed ordinance in 
the way to cause the least inconvenience 
to the companies, . He insisted, however, 
that some steps be taken for the protec- 
tion of the pubilé@. 

Finally it was decided to leave the 
whole matter to a committee composed of 
Councilman Barrett, Messrs. Corrigan, 
Moyers, Zimmerman and Nym Hurt, and 
let them prepare a satisfactory ordinance 
embodying certain of the company rules 
looking to the protection of the public, 
which ordinance will be reported favora- 
bly to council. 

“Might as well repeal the Grady ordl- 
nance and let them get a fresh start,” 
said a member of the committee. 

This was assented to and it was decided 
to ask council to repeal] that ordinance at 
its next meeting, on Monday. 


Reed Ordinance Goes Over. 

The consideration of the ordinance of 
Couneilman Reed with reference to tax- 
ing the gross receipts of street railroads, 
was postponed further at the request of 
Mr. Joe] Hurt, who is out of the city. 
Thig matter has been postponed for some 
time at the request of the street car peo- 
ple, and the ordinance commitee is anx- 
fous to dispose of it. 

“TIT put you all on notice,’’ said Counclil- 
man Reed, ‘‘that I am going to press this 
matter at the next meeting. We have 
waited long enough already.”’ 

This is the ordinance that seeks to en-

Death Claimed the Well-Known Griffin 
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COL. HENRY ¢. BURR 
HAS PASSED AWAY 


Citizen Yesterday. 
THE END CAME IN THIS CITY 


Was Most Prominent and |Active 
Mason in Georgia. 


HE SERVED IN FORREST’S CAVALRY 


The Funeral Will Be Held with 
Highest Masonic Ceremony 
at Griffin Tomorrow. 


Colonel Henry C. Burr, the well kpown 
citizen of Griffin, one of Georgia's most 
prominent Masons, citizens and business 
men, died at the Osburn house, 102% South 
Forsyth street, at 6 o'clock yesterday 
morning, in the fifty-ninth year of his 
age. Colonel Burr came to Atianta a 
fortnight ago for medical treatment, his 
health being in a precarious condition as 
the result of a severe attack of nervous 
prostration suffered two years since. The 
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HENRY C. BURR, 
The well-known Mason who died 
4 at Griffin yesterday. 
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immediate cause of his death was paraly- 
sis of the heart. 

Colonel Burr is survived by a vife and 
one son, Aaron J. Burr, who, with his 
sister in law, Miss Theo Hall, and several 
nephews and nieces, were at his side when 
the end came. 

The body was removed to the home of 
a niece, Mrs. Frank G. Lake, No. Iil 
East Ellis street, and at 4 o’clock tn the 
afternoon was shipped to Griffin in charge 
of members of the family ard several 
close friends and brother Masons. The 
funeral will occur in Griffin tomcrrcw 
with most impressive Masonic ceremonies, 
the highest honors of the order’s 1‘tual 
being due his rank and services. The 
funeral will undowbtedly be one of the 
largest ever held tn Griffin. The deceased 
was universally loved and respected by his 
felldw townsmen. 

All the Masons of Atlanta will attend 
the funeral, leaving here on the 8 o’clock 
Central train, returning from Griffin late 
in the evening. The Atlanta members 
of the fraternity that Colonel Burr did 
so much to advance will attend the fun- 
eral in a body, including the members 
of the Knights Templar commandery, Ja- 
son Burr council, named in honor of the 
father of the deceased, Mt. Zion chapter 
and the five blue lodges of this city, 

Golonel Burr devoted the better part of 
his life and much of his means to further- 
ing the cause of Masonry in Georgia. He 
had been honored with every Masonic 
office of distinction within the gift of 
Georgia Masons, and was a past grand 
master of the sta'tte organization. At the 
time of his death he was grand high 
priest of the Masonic grand chapter of 
Georgia. Colonel Burr was a Scottish rite 
Mason and of the thirty-second degree 
in rank. 

Colonel Burr was a native of Forsyth, 
Ga., but almost his entire life was spent 
as a resident of Griffin. He served with 
conspicuous gallantry through the strug- 
gle between the states as a member o° 
Forrest’s famous cavalry, and after the 
surrender returned to Griffin and resumed 
his interragpted business interests. He 
died possessed of quite a large estate. 
For many years he was an extensive 
hardware dealer and president of the City 
National bank of Griffin. He resigned the 
presidency of the bank January 1, 1900, 
in consequence of failing health. 

For a quarter of a century Colonel Burr 
was an honored member of the Griffin 
city council and served as chairman of 
its finance committee. He was never a 
candidate for office, but was returned to 
the council term after term practically by 
public acclamation. 

The character of Colonel) Burr was in 
many respects a noble one. He was a 
man of broad mind and great heart, and 
tried to conform hig life to the golden 
rule. He was a lover of home, a faithful 
friend and enjoyed an tmmense personal 
popularity by reason of his sociable qual- 
ities. His death will cause universal sor- 
row among his many acquaintances 
throughout the state. 

Sketch of His Life. 

‘The sketch of Mr. Burr’s life should 
not be a bfief one, for it is the story of 
one well spent and ended full of honors 
and love. He was born in this city 
fifty-nine years ago and at an early age 
entered the tin shop of his father, who 
was the bioneer of the present large hard- 
ware business of the H. C. Burr’s Sons. 
By industry and thrift young Mr. Burr 
laid the foundation of his future success, 
and joining the Masons early in life he 
adopted the tenets of that order as the 
guidance of his life, and he builded it 
upon the same firm foundation of the 
order. He went to the war at the first 
call to arms and served the confederacy 
with patriotic loyalty. and zeal, return- 
ing to take up the struggle for a livell- 
hood with the hopeful determination that 
presaged his sucess afterwards. After 
the death of his father he, with his broth- 
er, the late C. 8. Burr, succeeded to the 
hardware business, and on his brother's 
death some years ago he was sole pro- 
prietor until the present firm of H. C. 
Burr's Sons was organized. 

On November 16. 1869, he was married 
to Miss Lucilla Nelms, who survives him, 
and through ali of his life has been a 
helpmeet and a comforter to him, an in- 
spiration and an incentive to his efforts. 
His only surviving child is Colonel A, J. 
Burr, who is the present head of H. C. 
Burr’s Sons, three other children having 
previously died. He leaves one sister, 
Miss Theodosia Burr, and several nieces 
and nephews, Mr. Henry C. Burr, Jr., of 
Atlanta; Mrs. Frank Lake, of Atlanta; 
Mr. Joseph L. Burr, of Savanneh, 
the children of the late George W. p 
of Macon, and one grandson, Henry Clay 
Burr, Jr., the son of Colonel and Mrs. 
A. J. Burr. 

It was probably as a Mason that Mr. 
Burr was best known over the state, for ' 
the love and affection which he felt for

At the opening it was apparent that 
the receipts at the interior towns would 
be heavy, which caused realizing, prices slow- 
ly receding until a decline of 10 points from 
~resterday’s closing quotations was recorded. 
The in sight movement is 19,000 bales larger 
than last year, while the stocks at the counted 
towns is 230,000 bales larger than last year. 
Such stocks have not been seen at this sea- 
son of the year. The statistical position and 
the trade outlook grows weaker each week, as 
compared with last season, but the local trade 
are looking for another reaction and buy on all 
declines, believing this market must sell closer 
to Liverpool.

H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Lefter. 


New Orleans, March 1!§.—Liverpool was dis- 
appointing and cables from there stated that 
Manchester was declining. No fresh business. 
Spinners simply exchanging futures-for spots. 
Americans offering spots more freely. Much 
of the recent buying has been in speculation, 
and with a declining tendency all this cotton 
will. be. thrown on the market. Owtr market 
responded by opening 2 to 4 points lower, de- 
clined 8 to 9 on the large interior receipts, the 
free movement into sight and the heavy in- 
crease tn the visible.

All ad- 
vices from the interior ‘confirm larger hold- 
ings generally than _— year, consequently 
with the statistical situation growing weaker 
daily and poor trade the chances are values 
will gradually seek a lower level.

New York, March 15.—Cotton was weak for 
the most part /of the day, opening steady on 
firm cables and invited selling by New Orleans, 
which continued for the most part of the day. 
There was considerable cotton thrown on the 
market during the day by spot people, and 
Liverpool joined in the combination to depress 
prices. One or two feeble efforts were made by 
the dyed-in-the-wool bulls to stampede the 
bears, but it always brought renewed selling:

WARDEN HUNTER DECLINED 


Sent Telegrams for Them, But One 
Came Back Refused by. — 
! Father. 


Two young girls who said they : had 
run away from Montgomery, Ala., and 
came to Atlanta applied to City Warden 
Hunter for transportation. to return. to 
their homes yesterday morning, but were 
refused. 

The girls gave their names as Lucy 
Field and Annie James and were prob 
ably nineteen or twenty years old. ‘One 
was a blonde and the other a brunette. 
The story they told the city warden was 
that they had run away from home in| 
Montgomery and now found themselves 
stranded in Atlanta without money or 
friends. They first went to a boarding 
house on Houston street and after re- 
maining there a few days they said a 
young man offered to get them a better 
boarding house at a cheaper rate. He 
took them, they say, to the house of 
Jennie Simmons on Broad street. They 
soon left hta place, they stated, and 
their next step was to apply to the city 
warden for transportation to their homes. 
This, he said, he could not furnish them, 
but he agreed to telegraph their people 
in Montgomery and ask them to send the 
girls money with which to buy tickets. 

The city warden sent two telegrams 
in the names given by the girls, one of 
them to W. T. Field. father of Lucy 
Field, said to be a policeman in Mont- 
gomery. This telegram’ was returned 
with the simple explanation ‘‘Paymeéent 
refused,” and the city had to pay for it. 
The other telegram sent to Mrs. James, 
mother of Annie James. at 703 Herr:ng 
street, Montgomery, was evidently ac- 
cepted. as it was not heard from yester- 
day. The city warden thinks Mrs. James 
will probably write her daughter and 
send her money to pay her way home. 

The city, Mr. Hunter said, had no tund 
with which to furnish transportation to 
runaway girls, and he did not believe he 
would be justified in doing it. What be- 
came of the girls Mr. Hunter did not 
know, but he expects them to return to 
ascertain whether Mrs. James sends the 
money as expected.

GEORGE GRAY IS PARDONED. 


Wilcox County Man Gets Out’ After 
Thirteen Years of Ser 
vice. 

Governor Candler yesterday “issued an 
order commuting the senténce ‘of George 
W. Gray, of Wilcox county, who was con- 
victed. of voluntary manslaughter and 
sentenced to twenty years in the peniten- 
tiery thirteen years ago, to his present 
service, The orcer of the governor dis- 
charges the convict. It was ismied ‘upon 
recommendation of the prison commis- 
sion, and Is as follows: 


The applicant, George W. Gray. was con- 
victed at the September term 1888 of the su- 
péerior court of Wilcox county of the offense of 
voluntary manslaughter and was sentenced to 
twenty years in the peniteatiary. The prison 
commission recommend a commutation of sen- 
tence to present service for the following rea- 
sons: 

“‘The defendant, who at the time of the 
homicide, was under twenty years cf age, did 
the killing while as he supposed in defense 
of his mother and himself, and fired, his pistol 
without intending to kill, In the "affray he 
also seriouly shot himself by accident. The 
judge who tried him states ‘‘the conviction was 
largely on circumstantial evidence and there 
were strong circumstances which remiered it 
‘somewhat doubtful whether the verdict ought 
to have remained unchanged.’’ A majority of 
the jury who tried him, and a large number 
of county officers and respectable citizens of 
Wilcox county recommended his pardon, _The 
defendant has served in the penitentiary. with 
exemplary behavior. thirteen years and- allow- 
ing deduction for good conduct his sentence 
would expire in a year and a halt.”’ 

Therefore, in view of the foregoing facts, and 
the recommendation of the prison commission, 
it is 

Ordered: That the sentence of the said 
George W. Gray be and the same is hereby 
commuted to present service, and that he be 
discharged from custody forthwith,

GARNER’S SENTENCE 
WAS COMMUTED 


Governor Candler Showed Clemency 
for Forger. 


ORDER ISSUED YESTERDAY

Fine of $250.00 or Six Months ‘in

WAS A MEMBER OF STRAW-BOND GANG 


Case Created a Considerable Sensa- 
tion—Garner Was a Law Part- 
ner/of Jud Glenn. 


Governor Candler yesterday commuted 
the séntence of John T. Garner, who 
was recently convicted upon the charge 
of forgery, to a fine of $250 or six months 
on the public works of Fulton county. 

The commutation of Garner’s sentence 
was made by the governor upon the 
recommendation of the prison commis- 
sion, and the reason. given therefor is 
that the youth and circumstances under 
which the crime was committed made 
a smaller sentence effective in the case 
of the prisoner. The application to the 
prison commissioners was signed by the 
members of the jury which convicted 
Garner, by the judge who tried him, and 
by the solicitor general who prosecuted 
the case. 

The case of Garner was one of the 


most interesting. tried at the February | 


term of the superior court. It was one 
in which a straw bond syndicate was 
brought to light, and in which Jud Glenn, 
the law partner of Garner, was inter- 
ested, with several other persons who 
managed to make their escape. 

At tthe time the prosecution was first 
begun by John Corrigan, of Judge Cal- 
houn’s court, quite a sensation was cre- 
ated. It was discovered that many of 
the bonds accepted in the court were 
signed by one of two persons who owned 
no property. Investigation proved that 
a syndicate had been formed, and mem- 
bers of the gang had given in ‘property 
which they did not possess. One mem- 
ber of the crowd had sworn he owned 
certain land lots, which, according to de- 
scriptions, developed to be parts of the 
body of water known as the Lakewood 
lake. Bonds were signed by the mem- 
bers of the gang for a monetary consid- 
eration. 

Since the conviction of Garner, who 
was sentenced to four years in the peni- 
tentiary, a number of his friends have 
been, making efforts to secure a pardon 
for him with the result of the commu- 
tation. The order of the governor in 
the case is as follows: 

“The applicant, John T. Garner, was 
convicted at the February term, 1901, of 
the superior court of Fulton county of 
the offanse of forgery, and was sen- 
tenced to four years in the penitentiary. 
The prison commission recommend a com- 
mutation of sentence to a fine of $250 
to be paid without delay, or im lieu there- 
of, to serve six months on the public 
works of Fulton county, for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

“His youth and the circumstances un- 
der which the crime was committed, as 
appears in the evidence, and the expecta- 
tion that he will make a good and use- 
ful citizen when released influence the 
prison commission to recommend execu- 
tive clemency to the extent of the above 
stated commutation. 

his commutation is earnestly recom- 
mended by all the jurors who convisted 
him; and also by the judge who presided 
in the trial and by the solicitor general 
who prosecuted him. 

“Therefore, in view of the foregoing 
facts and the recommendation. of the 
prison commission, it is ordered: 

“That the sentence of the said John T. 
Garner be, and the same is, hereby com- 
muted to a fine of $250, to be paid with- 
out delay, or in lieu thereof, to serve six 
months on the public works of Fulton 
county.”’

THE HISTORY OF VACCINATION 


How the Discovery of the Preventive 
Virus Was Made and Applied. 
Kansas City Star: During the eighteenth 
century it was common talk among. the 
country people of England and Scotland 
that milkers of cows never had the small- 
pox. At a time when this disease was one 
of the scourges of Europe such a fact 
naturally attracted attention. Physicians 
in the cities did not regard the country 
notion as worthy of notice. When an epi- 
demic threatened they inoculated healthy 
persons with smallpox virus to give them 
the disease, Then it was treated from the 
start under favorable conditions. The 
chief effect of the method was to make 
the inoculated person certain he was to 
be seriously ill, while the uninoculated 
might possibly escape. Jonathan Ed- 
wards was one of the famous victims of 

inoculation. 

It was left for an obscure country 
physician, Dr. Jenner, to recognize the 
scientific importance of the farm tradi- 
tion about the immunity of milkers. By 
his experiments in 1796 he proved that in- 
oculation with cowpox virus carried pro- 
tection against smallpox. He wrote a 
pamphlet on his expriments and sent it to 
the Royal College of Physicians in Lot- 
don. ,The manuscript was returned with 
a contemptuous reply. The discovery 
was of too great importance not to make 
an impression, and during the fifth year 
‘after this first vaccination Jenner and 
other doctors vaccinated 10,000 persons in 
England. 

In spite of the success of the process 
there were many in the early part of the 
century who doubted fts efficacy. The ex- 
perience of the last thirty ‘years has, 
demonstrated the value of vaccination 
beyond the possibility of doubt. In 
Chemnitz, Germany, a city of 64,000 in- 
habitants, there was a smallpox epidemic 
in 1870-71, .About 54,000 of the inhabitants 
had been vaccinated. Only 18 per cent 
of them contracted the disease. Of the 
unvaccinated more than 4 per cent were 
ill. Among the vaccinated less than 1 
per cent. of the cases resulted fatally. 
Among the unprotected the percentage 
was above 9. Statistics of the armies in 
the Franco-Prussian war show the same 
general results. The German soldiers 
were carefully vaccinated, while the 
French were not. During a widespread 
epidemic of smallpox the German lost 
only 40 men from the disease, while the 
French lost 23,400. In general it hag been 
shown that the danger of infection ts six 
times as great and the mortality sixty- 
eight times as great in the unvaccinated 

in the vaccinated. 

Vaccination is — ulsory throughout 
most of Europe. rance the law is 
loosely enforced jan The London Daily 
Mail is authority for the statement that 
14,000 Frenchmen die annually from the 
disease, while it carries off only 110 Ger- 
mans a year. The parent of every child 
vyorn in England must, within six months 
after the child’s birth, have it vaccinated 
by a registered medica] practitiontr or 
by the public vaccinaior, In case a parent 
believes vaccination will be harmful to 
his child he can secure exemption by
